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Report  of 
Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Palmer : 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  present  their  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1948: 

The  continuing  use  and  enjoyment  of  our  parks  and 
playgrounds  is  the  best  indication  of  the  increasing  ap- 
preciation by  the  people  of  the  town  of  the  recreational 
facilities  which  the  Town  of  Palmer  owns  and  maintains. 

During  the  past  year,  several  notable  additions  have 
been  made.  The  bath-houses  at  Burleigh  Park  have  been 
renovated  and  improved,  toilets  installed,  a  well  and  elec- 
tric pump  put  into  operation  and  drinking  water  piped  to 
the  picnic  ground  area.  Attendance  at  the  Park  and  pool 
was  again  much  greater  than  the  year  before,  and  all  in- 
dications point  to  a  still  further  increased  attendance  in 
1949. 

The  small  field  house  at  Eager  Playground,  started 
in  1947,  has  been  completed,  providing  public  toilet  fa- 
cilities for  both  the  Playground  and  Legion  Field,  as  well 
as  a  small  amount  of  storage  and  work  space.  Additional 
storage  space  is  definitely  needed,  as  a  considerable  part 
of  our  equipment  has  to  be  left  exposed  to  the  winter 
weather  for  lack  of  available  room  to  store  it. 
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Legion  Field  has  been  well  maintained  and  has  again 
been  the  center  of  the  sports  activities  of  the  whole  town. 
The  football  field,  which  was  repaired  last  Spring,  was 
considerably  damaged  by  the  long  drought  of  last  sum- 
mer and  fall,  as  well  as  by  its  normal  use  during  the  sea- 
son, and  will  require  extensive  work  early  this  year. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Selectmen  the  care  of  the 
several  Memorial  plots  in  the  Town,  as  well  as  the  Com- 
mon at  Three  Rivers,  were  turned  over  to  this  depart- 
ment for  operation,  and  a  start  has  been  made  toward 
developing  playground  and  recreational  facilities  in  the 
villages.  Due  to  rising  costs  and  lack  of  available  funds, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  do  as  much  as  was  hoped  and  in- 
tended, but  we  feel  that  additional  progress  can  be  made 
this  year,  and  that  the  development  of  the  Three  Rivers 
Common  and  similar  smaller  areas  in  Thorndike  and 
Bondsviile  will  serve  a  public  need  and  prove  to  be  well 
worth  the  comparatively  small  expense  involved. 

It  is  expected  that  the  portable  bleachers  authorized 
at  a  special  town  meeting  last  year  will  be  installed  this 
season. 

The  commissioners  wish  to  express  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  cooperation  of  the  school  department,  the  Par- 
ent-Teacher's Associations,  the  several  athletic  associa- 
tions of  the  town,  and  the  townspeople,  many  of  whom 
have  been  of  material  assistance  during  the  year.  The 
work  of  cur  caretaker.  Carmine  Russo,  has  again  beeit 
excellent  and  has  occasioned  much  favorable  comment.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 


December  31,  1948 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Palmer,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  Forest  Fire  De- 
partment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1948,  as  fol- 
lows : 

During  this  year  our  Forest  Fire  Department  has 
answered  alarms  for  forty-six  forest,  brush  and  grass 
fires.  I  believe  this  is  without  doubt  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  such  fires  occuring  in  the  Town  of  Palmer  in  any 
one  year,  in  the  history  of  the  Town.  This  large  number 
of  fires  coupled  with  the  extremely  dry  Fall  presented 
a  serious  problem  for  this  department.  The  fact  that  all 
of  these  fires  were  brought  under  control  within  a  short 
time  after  their  discovery  by  this  department  is  some- 
thing for  the  townspeople  to  be  thankful  for.  Your  War- 
den is  appreciative  of  the  extreme  hardship  suffered  by 
the  men  of  this  department  this  past  year  and,  too  is 
thankful  for  their  cooperation. 

By  a  large  majority,  the  bulk  of  the  fires  this  past 
year  have  been  of  suspicious  origin.  One  suspect  was  de- 
tained and  confessed  some  of  these  fires,  but  still  the 
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large  majority  are  believed  to  have  been  incendiary  and 
by  some  other  party.  This  condition  has  not  yet  been 
corrected  and  we  still  have  to  face  the  fact  that  until 
the  party  responsibile  for  setting  fires  in  this  Town  can 
be  brought  before  our  local  Court,  we  will  not  be  free 
from  fires,  either  Forest  or  Building  fires.  The  condi- 
tion is  more  serious  than  many  of  our  people  realize. 
The  cooperation  of  all  of  our  Townspeople  is  needed  to 
help  remedy  this  condition. 

Thanks  to  the  installation  of  our  Main  Two-way  Ra- 
dio this  department  has  been  able  to  operate  with  a  di- 
rect line  of  communication  with  headquarters  at  all 
times.  This  enables  us  to  dispatch  promptly  added  men 
and  equipment  to  needed  locations  with  a  minimum  loss 
of  time. 

A  large  share  of  credit  for  controlling  the  many 
fires  this  past  year,  especially  during  the  hazardous  sea- 
son this  Fall,  was  the  constant  use,  by  this  department, 
of  a  "Wetting  Agent"  to  the  water  supply.  The  cost  of 
this  chemical  undoubtedly  saved  the  Town  hundreds  of 
dollars  for  without  it  we  would  not  have  been  able  to 
gain  control  of  the  many  fires  this  past  year. 

The  fact  that  more  and  more  citizens  of  our  Town 
are  cooperating,  in  obtaining  the  necessary  permits  for 
all  open  air  fires  is  encouraging. 

The  equipment  of  the  department  is  in  excellent 
condition,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  boys  and  men  of 
this  department.  However,  the  department  still  is  in  need 
of  a  tank  truck  to  furnish  water  for  fighting  forest 
fires.  We  have  been  fortunate  this  past  year  that  we 
have  been    able  to  control,  without  additional  water 
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brought  in  by  tank  truck,  our  many  fires.  We  may  not 
be  as  fortunate  again. 

I  want  to  express  my  thanks  to  your  Board  for  your 
fine  cooperation  this  past  year.

All  funds  of  these  trusts  become  per- 
petual and  only  the  interest  can  be  used  for  Library 
purposes.

This  gift  was 
made  iSy^^osephine  E.  King  of  Westerly  Rhode  Island, 
a  decendent  of  John ,  King  and  her  gift  is  sincerely  ap- 
preciated.

During  the  year  1949  the  Tree  Department  did  its 
usual  yearly  work  of  taking  out  dead  wood,  clearing  up 
broken  limbs  after  storms,  raising  limbs  over  roofs  and 
chimneys,  taking  down  dead  trees,  shaping  up  young 
trees  and  raising  low  limbs  over  walks  and  roads. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Department  took  down  eight 
trees  afflicted  with  the  Dutch  Elm  disease.  These  trees 
were  in  outlying  sections  of  the  town  with  the  exception 
of  one  which  was  on  Squier  street.  The  outlying  trees  af- 
fected were  trees  which  the  town  does  not  regularly  take 
care  of. 

The  three  large  Elm  trees  on  Main  street.  Palmer, 
near  the  Converse  house,  were  taken  down  this  year. 
They  have  Been  standing  there  for  a  great  many  years, 
but  due  to  their  roots  breaking  up  the  side-walk  and  road 
and  cars  hitting  them  when  parking,  it  became  advisable 
to  take  them  down.  The  installation  of  parking  meters 
also  became  a  factor  in  the  decision  to  take  them  down. 
A  large  Elm  tree  on  Pleasant  street.  Palmer,  was  taken 
dow^n  because  of  its  obstruction  to  a  new  Garage  being 
built.

The  two  main  objectives  of  the  Tree  Department  for 
1949  are  the  planting  of  trees  and  the  checking-  of  the 
Dutch  Elm  disease. 

The  Tree  Department  needs  a  program  of  tree  plant- 
ing. A  great  many  streets  with  new  houses  on  them  need 
trees,  where  trees  have  been  taken  down,  they  need  re~ 
placing,  and  several  of  the  school  yards  need  trees  badly. 
Due  to  the  high  cost  of  trees  the  past  few  years  the  Tree 
Department  has  not  planted  any  trees  as  its  appropria- 
tion does  not  warrant  spending  the  amount  necessary  to 
plant  trees. 

The  Dutch  Elm  diseases  is  still  a  dangerous  threat 
to  our  elm  trees  in  Massachusetts  and  unless  we  keep 
working  on  it  we  will  lose  a  great  many  of  them.  We 
are  still  trimming  dead  wood  from  them,  taking  down 
dead  ones  and  spraying  all  the  street  trees  and  we  feel 
that  Palmer  with  only  six  diseased  trees  in  town  and 
only  one  on  the  main  street  is  in  a  much  better  condition 
than  our  surrounding  towns.

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Report  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

I  herewith  present  my  thirty-eighth  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  in  Palmer.  This  is  the  fifty-sixth 
in  the  series  of  reports  issued  by  the  superintendents  of 
the  Town. 

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

The  United  States  of  America  occupies  an  out- 
standing and  unique  position  among  the  countries  of  tlie 
world.  She  ranks  first  in  so  many  things  that  it  is  a 
waste  of  time  and  space  to  enumerate  them.  She  is,  com- 
paratively speaking,  an  infant  among  the  nations.  Yet, 
young  as  she  is,  she  is  a  leader.  There  must  be  a  reason, 
or  better  still,  there  must  be  reasons.  There  are-geo- 
graphical position,  natural  resources,  climate,  etc.  (all 
physical).  Important  as  these  may  be,  there  are  certain 
other  reasons — and  more  important — that  might  be 
classed  as  "of  the  spirit^'.  In  the  van  of  these  is  educa- 
tion— widely  diffused.  It  is  the  distinguishing  mark  of 
our  country.  It  is  the  major  reason  for  our  greatness — 
greatness  in  industry,  greatness  in  business,  greatness 
in  commerce,  greatness  in  the  arts,  greatness  in  philan- 
thropy, greatness  in  charity,  greatness  in  spirituality, 
greatness  in  tolerance,  greatness  in  all  things  "of  the 
spirit.'' 
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Education  is  not  appreciated ;  teachers  are  not.  Does 
this  paint  a  true  picture?  "The  united  voice  of  teachers 
would  reach  across  America.  In  all  reality,  their  lines  do 
cross  America.  There  is  a  school  and  a  teacher  in  far- 
thest Eastern  Maine.  There  is  another  in  farthest  West- 
ern Oregon.  Between  them,  as  the  ninth  hour  races 
across  the  nation,  it  touches  teachers  in  the  broad  valleys 
of  New  York,  on  the  level  Kansas  plain,  in  the  high 
mountains  of  Colorado,  and  on  the  shining  coast  of  Cal- 
ifornia. It  finds  teachers  in  bee-hive  city  schools,  in  the 
white-framed  classroom  of  the  lonely  spaces,  in  the  plea- 
sant little  towns  and  isolated  glens.  Teachers  everywhere, 
holding  in  their  hands  the  glory  of  America — the  heroes 
of  its  past,  the  children  of  its  future. 

''Suppose  all  teachers  suddenly  folded  their  hands 
together  and  said  with  one  voice: — 'We'll  teach  no  long- 
er!' In  the  length  of  one  generation  as  schools  stopped, 
the  wheels  of  America  would  run  down.  The  yawning 
mouths  of  the  press  would  refuse  the  newsprint.  The 
business  machines  would  find  no  operators  to  feed  their 
tape.  The  silver  airfleets  would  be  grounded.  In  every 
city,  town,  and  hamlet  w^ould  rise  a  generation  of  bewild- 
erment; children  would  grow  up  in  a  world  they  did  not 
understand. 

"Then  starvation  and  want  would  stalk  the  land  and 
lawless  gangs  of  ignorance  roam  the  broken  streets.  Men 
would  live  by  fear  and  fear  alone. 

"America  needs  teachers.  She  needs  teachers 
whose  hearts  will  leap  when  children  run  to  meet  them 
in  the  morning,  whose  eyes  will  flash  with  pride  when 
the  schoolhouse  door  swings  open.  She  needs  teachers 
who  are  trained  and  dedicated  to  the  building  of  a  better 
generation  and  a  better  world. 
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"The  schools  could  stop  suddenly,  or  they  can  be 
worn  down  by  the  slow  attrition  of  public  neglect.  In  the 
long  future,  the  result  will  be  the  same." 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Standing.  Scholasticaliy,  Palmer  High  School  stands 
well — she  always  has.  Her  certificate  is  ac- 
cepted by  any  college  accepting  pupils  upon  this  basis. 
Many  of  her  graduates  are  in  higher  institutions  and 
doing  well.  Several  of  last  year's  seniors  won  sizable 
scholarships  in  competitive  endeavors. 

Memorial.  As  yet,  nothing  has  been  done  to  memorial- 
ize the  nearly  sixteen  hundred  (1,600)  men 
and  woiTien  from  Palmer  who  were  in  the  Armed  Forces 
in  World  War  H.  Sixty-one  per  cent  (61%),  roughly 
speaking,  w^ere  graduates  and  part-time  members  of  the 
high  school.  Twenty-five  (25) — sixteen  (16)  graduates 
and  nine  (9)  members — paid  the  supreme  sacrifice. 
Their  names  belong  on  a  Gold  Star  Honor  Roll. 

Are  we  remiss  in  our  duty?  Is  memory  so  short- 
lived? 

We  hope  the  answer  is  ''No".  Later,  we  may  have 
a  suggestion. 

100th  Anniversary.    In    two    years — 1951 — the  100th 

anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
high  school  should  be  observed.  May  it  be  a  significant 
occasion ! 

Addition.    Plans  for  an  addition  to  the  high  school,  under 
Federal  subsidy,  are  nearing  completion.  They 
have  been  studied  by  all  interested  people — school  com- 
mittee, superintendent,  principal,  physical  education  di- 
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rector  and  coach,  music  supervisor,  and  others.  Several 
glaring  lacks  in  the  present  building  are  remedied — lacks 
largely  due  to  failure  to  adopt  the  so-called  Parsons  Plan 
in  1922.  This  plan  contemplated  a  much  more  commo- 
dious building  with  larger  facilities  for  doing  effective 
high  school  work.  Roughly,  the  present  building  cost 
about  $205,000,  equipped.  The  Parsons  building  would 
have  cost  $125,000  more.  The  cost  of  an  addition  today 
"runs  into  real  money'*. 

The  ray  of  hope  lies  in  an  **act  to  encourage  the  es- 
tablishment of  regional  and  consolidated  public  schools 
and  to  provide  financial  assistance  to  cities  and  towns  in 
the  construction  of  school  buildings"  passed  by  the  last 
legislature.  A  ''consolidated  school  shall  mean  any  school 
constructed  or  enlarged  with  the  intent  of  eliminating 
one  or  more  existing  schools'' — quotation  from  act.  The 
total  construction  grant  for  any  approved  school  project 
in  any  city  or  town  shall  be  one  fourth  of  the  product  of 
the  approved  cost  of  the  project  multiplied  by  the  equal- 
ized valuation  per  pupil  in  net  average  membership  for 
the  entire  commonwealth  divided  by  the  equalized  val- 
uation per  pupil  in  net  average  membership  of  the  city 
or  town;  provided,  however,  that  no  grant  shall  be  ap- 
proved for  an  amount  less  than  twenty  percent  or  more 
than  fifty  percent  of  such  approved  cost" — further  quo- 
tation from  act.  Under  this  formula,  Palmer  would  re- 
ceive 40%  of  the  cost  from  the  State.  The  building  elim- 
inated would  be  the  Old  High  School.  The  act  is  in  force 
from  July  1,  1948,  to  June  30,  1951 — three  years. 

Palmer  should  avail  herself  of  this  aid — a  real  life- 
saver. 

Accounts.    You  will  find  a  statement  of  the  Palmer  High 
School  Accounts  for  the  school  year  1947- 
1948.  Briefly,  they  show: — Balance  on  hand,  September 
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1,  1947,  $2,820.26;  Receipts  for  the  year,  §12,848.16; 
Total  Receipts,  $15,668.42;  Expenditures,  $12,533.29; 
Balance  on  hand  at  the  end  of  June,  1948,  $3,135.13. 
This  statement  in  full  appears  on  the  next  page. 

Lunchroom.  The  Federal  Government  is  still  giving  a 
subsidy  on  certain  types  of  menus  served 
in  our  High  School  Lunchroom.  We  receive  IV2  cents  on 
half-pints  of  white  milk,  if  purchased  separately,  and  2 
cents,  if  purchased  as  part  of  hot-dish  meal;  7  cents  on 
hot  dishes  without  milk ;  and  9  cents  on  hot  dishes  with 
milk. 

Our  prices  are  very  moderate: — (Example)  Com- 
plete meal — orange  or  tomato  juice,  meat  or  fish,  pota- 
to, vegetable,  bread  and  butter  or  margarine,  milk,  and 
dessert — 25  cents. 

Federal  Commodities,  plus  Federal  Subsidies,  make 
this  low  price  possible.  A  pupil  can  eat  with  us  cheaper 
than  at  home. 

During  the  past  school  year,  we  received  the  follow- 
ing commodities: — 23  cases  of  tomato  juice,  2  cases  of 
peach  jam,  3  cases  of  dried  milk,  23  cases  of  canned  to- 
matoes, 2  cases  of  dried  eggs,  6  cases  of  peanut  butter, 
6  cases  of  dried  peaches,  7  cases  of  prunes,  6  cases  of 
raisins,  9  cases  of  grapefruit  juice,  4  cases  of  figs,  17 
boxes  of  fresh  apples,  2  boxes  of  walnut  meats,  3  cases 
of  dried  apples,  4,500  lbs.  of  potatoes,  and  210  lbs.  of 
cheese.

Parent -Teacher  Associations 


There  are  four  Parent-Teacher  Associations — Park 
Street,  Quabaug,  Tliree  Rivers,  and  Thorndike.  This  is 
their  second  year  of  operation.  They  have  been,  and 
are,  very  helpful  and  co-operative.  They  have  accom- 
plished many  things  which  we,  alone,  could  never  have 
effectuated.  An  outstanding  evidence  of  this  is  the  re- 
wiring, re-fixturing,  and  re-decorating  of  the  Park  Street 
School  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $12,000.00.  Pupils  and  teachers, 
both,  have  found  it  a  joy  to  work  in  this  building  this 
year.  Parents  and  citizens  have  gotten  a  real  "up-liff' 
from  its  appearance.  We  need  more  of  it ! 

The  Quabaug  Association  has  enlarged  its  lunch 
program.  Pupils  now  get  orange  or  tomato  juice;  soup, 
ste^^^,  or  chowder;  peanut  butter,  cheese,  or  other  kind 
of  sandv/ich — all  for  a  dime.  Federal  Commodities  fur- 
nish juices,  vegetables,  cheese,  and  peanut  butter.  The 
Federal  Government  subsidizes  this  program  four  cents 
per  meal.  They  have  given  $200  for  an  electric  refrig- 
erator. About  130  meals  are  served  daily  under  the 
worst  possible  conditions.  Better  facilities  must  be  fur- 
nished. One  hundred  sixty  bus  pupils  must  be  given  rea- 
sonably good  accommodations.  A  real  major  operation 
on  the  building  should  be  made.  The  Quabaug  Associa- 
tion will  seek  it  at  Town  Meeting  this  year. 
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Three  Rivers  and  Thorndike  Associations  are  doing 
a  good  job.  They  are  patiently  biding  their  time  to  get 
improvements. 

SOME  MAJOR  PROJECTS 

All  of  the  schools  need  major  repair  and  replacement 
work.  Palmer,  in  common  with  every  other  city  and  town, 
practically  speaking,  has  done  nothing  more  than  replace 
''break-downs''  for  some  eighteen  years.  There  have  been 
two  primary  causes — depression  and  war.  Roughly,  from 
1930  to  1939,  the  entire  country  was  going  through  the 
throes  of  a  depression — Result: — Plenty  of  labors  and 
materials,  but  no  money.  From  1939  to  1948,  the  entire 
World  was  at  war  and  in  the  aftermath  of  war — Result: 
— Plenty  of  money,  but  no  labor  and  materials.  The  time 
has  arrived  when  the  price  must  be  paid. 

Last  year,  a  real  start  was  made  at  the  Park  Street 
School,  as  previously  mentioned.  The  word  ''start"  is  used 
advisedly. 

A  careful  study  has  been  made  of  badly  needed  im- 
provements. In  many  cases,  an  estimate  of  probable  costs 
has  been  obtained.  These  have  been  presented  to  the 
School  Committee  and  now  are  called  to  attention  of  the 
local  electorate.  These  are  not  all-inclusive — Three  Rivers 
and  Thorndike  are  not  mentioned  in  detail. 

Take  them  school  by  school. 

BONDSVILLE  SCHOOL 

1.  Keating:  There  are  twin  boilers — Hudson — of  1910 
vintage  (no  longer  made) — in  the  school. 
They  are  "shot"  to  the  extent  that  boiler  inspectors  will 
not  pass  them  another  year.  We  Vvcre  lucky  to  get  approv- 
al last  summer. 
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A  careful  survey  has  been  made  by  a  heating  engin- 
eer from  the  standpoint  of  heating  and  ventilating  per 
Massachusetts  requirements.  Roughly,  he  recommended 
the  installation  of  a  nev/  Smith  boiler — 15-section  No. 
42 ;  together  with  a  pit  for  boiler  to  be  lowered  twenty- 
four  inches,  water-proofed,  with  cement  curbing  around 
top  to  prevent  water  from  running  down  into  pit ;  plus 
the  disconnection  of  a  leaky  section  or  two  in  heating 
units  in  plenum  chamber;  plus  engineering  commission 
at,  roughly,  69v ,  at  a  total  cost  of  $7,000,  approximately. 
He  said,  if  inclined  to  use  univent,  or  similar  system,  in- 
stead of  present  duct-ventilating  system,  in  seven  rooms, 
add  another  $7,000,  a  total  of  $14,000. 

2.  Re-decorating:    An  estimate  on  re-decorating  seven 

classrooms,  hallways,  stairways,  en- 
trances, lavatories,  and  assembly  room  was  secured — 
about  $2,500.  We  have  the  estimate  in  detail. 

3.  Re-lighting ;    An  estimate  on  re-wiring  and  re-fixtur- 

ing  same  part  of  building  was  secured 
— about  $7,610.  A  re-check  of  the  estimate,  with  the 
thought  of  some  substitutions  to  effect  economy  without 
undue  sacrifice  of  efficiency,  has  been  made  by  a  light 
engineer.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  revised  plan  is 
$5,383.  We  have  these  in  detailed  form. 

The  School  Committee  is  definitely  asking  for 
$14,000  to  cover  new  boiler,  re-decorating,  and  re-light- 
ing— $7,000  for  boilers  and  $7,000  for  re-decorating  and 
re-lighting  ($3,000  less  than  estimates). 

4.  Yard:    Yard  could  stand  rolling  and  oiling,  with  in- 

stallation of  Chain  Link  Fence  fronting 
street.  No  estimates  have  been  obtained,  but  can  easily 
be  gotten. 
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5.    Exterior:    Wooden  portion  of  building  needs  paint- 
ing ;  all  windows  need  puttying  and  draw- 
ing. Tar  roof  needs  a  coat.  No  estimates  obtained. 

QUABAUG  SCHOOL 

1.  Lunchroom:    Plans  for  work  necessary  at  the  Qua- 

baug  School  to  make  it  more  adaptable 
for  serving  noonday  lunches  to  transportation  pupils 
have  been  drawn.  There  are  about  160  such  pupils.  About 
130  are  served  by  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  under 
extremely  deplorable  conditions — ^^no  lunchroom,  no  hot 
water,  no  sink,  no  heating  unit,  no  kitchen  ("no  noth- 
ing"). Adaptation  of  an  excavated,  but  unfinished  base- 
ment; new  entrance — similar  to  bulkheads;  small  kitch- 
en;  fair-sized  cafeteria;  equipment — tables,  chairs, 
range,  hot  water  tank,  etc. — all  are  planned  at  estimated 
cost  of  $9,000.  The  P.  T.  A.  is  deeply  interested ;  has  had 
a  special  article  inserted  in  the  Town  Warrant ;  and  plans 
to  push  the  matter. 

2.  Re-decorating:    An  estimate  has  been  secured  on  two 

bases : — One  without  any  re-plaster- 
ing; the  other,  with.  Estimated  costs  are: — #1,  $2,400; 
#2,  $3,000. 

This  is  a  very  poorly  constructed  building  in  several 
ways — an  8-room  building  was  built  at  a  cost  of  at  least 
$10,000  less  than  it  should  have  cost  in  1926  when  $10,000 
was  $10,000.  The  plaster  is  poor;  sufficient  air  space  be- 
tween plaster  and  outer  brick  walls  was  not  left ;  roof  has 
always  leaked. 

The  paint  is  in  v/retched  condition ;  plaster,  in  uncer- 
tain state,  especially  along  stairways.  It  is  questionable  if 
any  child  attending  this  school  lives  in  a  home  that  needs 
re-decorating  as  badly  as  this  school.  If  re-decorated. 
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money  will  be  wasted,  I  believe,  unless  plaster  is  removed 
from  walls  on  stairwells ;  %"  furring  strips  are  placed  on 
metal  lathe  for  air  space ;  this  is  covered  with  an  addition- 
al metal  lathe;  and  a  good  re-plastering  job  is  done. 

3.  Fence:    A  Chain  Link  Fence,  2"  mesh  #9  gauge,  5  ft. 

overall,  should  enclose  the  entire  yard — 
some  850  ft.  The  fence  alone  runs  about  $1.48  per  linear 
foot,  erected.  This  does  not  include  End,  Gates,  and  Cor- 
ner Posts.  The  fence  is  needed  from  school  and  abuttors 
viewpoint.  The  cost  is  estimated  at  $1,561.25. 

4.  Yard:    The  yard  is  composed  largely  of  clay.  In 

weather  when  frost  comes  out  and  rain  comes 
down,  it  is  a  mass  of  mud.  Parents  have  been  very  patient 
and  charitable.  Likewise,  teachers  and  janitor  have  been 
long-suffering  when  this  mud  is  tracked  into  the  building. 

An  estimate  on  bull-dozing  some  four  or  five  inches 
of  earth  off  the  surface ;  re-filling  with  coarse,  then  fine 
gravel ;  rolling ;  and  applying  a  good  coating  of  oil,  such 
as  used  on  the  roads,  has  been  secured — about  $1,594. 

PARK  STREET  SCHOOL 

1.  Yard:    This  needs  a  somewhat  similar  treatment  to 

that  suggested  for  Quabaug.  The  presence 
of  ciaj'  is  not  as  marked.  No  estimate  has  been  secured. 

2.  Fence:    The  wire  fence  on  Park  and  School  Streets 

needs  straightening  and  strengthening.  The 
wooden  fence  on  the  other  two  sides  should  be  replaced 
with  Chain  Link  as  outlined  for  Quabaug.  An  estimate 
secured  totals  $514.95.  Add  $130  for  straightening  old 
fence  and  painting — total  $644.95. 
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3.    Re-f!ooring:    This  school  needs  a  new  floor — wood, 

rubber,  linoleum,  or  asphalt  tile.  Any 
type  of  floor  but  wood  would  require  new  type  of  desks. 
The  expense  would  be  very  heavy.  No  estimate  has  been 
secured. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

1.  Auditorium:    (a).    This  is  used  so  extensively  by  so 

many  groups  for  community  purposes 
that  it  should  be  re-decorated — rough  estimate,  $2,000. 

(b).  New  seats  should  be  bought: — 
Wood— 500  @  $6.40  per  sitting,  $3,200;  or  Steel— 500  @ 
$3.80  per  sitting,  $1,900. 

Our  seats  have  been  loaned  so  often  for  town  mee't 
ing,  beano,  church  suppers,  etc.,  that  they  are  anythin£ 
but  an  ornament  in  the  auditorium.  We  could  well  supply 
some  of  our  elementary  schools  with  seats  for  P.  T.  A 
and  other  meetings  (also  loan  for  town  meetings)  using 
our  present  seats ;  and  keep  the  new  where  they  belong. 

A  justifiable  pride  should  impel  the  Town  to  "keep 
up  appearances"  in  the  auditorium.  Let's  point  to  it  with 
pride ! 

2.  Gymnasium:    Unless,  within  a  year  or  two,  there  is 

a  new  gym,  unit  heaters  should  be  in- 
stalled in  the  present  one.  The  gym  is  very  hard  to  heat. 
Some  town  elections  cost  us  three  ton  of  coal.  Unit  heaters 
— gas  for  fuel — with  no  connection  with  present  heating 
system  w^ould  be  ideal — cost,  $2,386.00,  approximately. 

3.  Interior:    The  exterior  was  placed  in  good  condition 

this  past  summer.  Anytime,  now,  a  re- 
decorating job  is  in  order — cost,  I  dare  not  ask.  The  last 
one  was  done  in  1934 — almost  15  years  ago. 
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THORNDIKE  AND  THREE  RIVERS  SCHOOLS 

These  are  very  well-built  buildings.  They  have  fair- 
ly new  heating  units.  They  could  stand  a  new  interior  dec- 
orating job.  Their  yards  could  stand  improvement. 

OLD  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  *'hate"  to  spend  money  on  this  building— it  is  like 
*'throv7ing  it  down  the  drain". 

Re-decorating  interiorly  and  painting  exteriorly  are 
badly  needed.  Roof  needs  additional  coating  of  tar.  Walks 
could  stand  replacement. 

An  addition  to  the  so-called  new  high  school  would 
eliminate  its  use.  That  is  our  hope;  our  prayer. 

PURPOSE 

It  is  not  our  intention  to  frighten  you ;  it  is  not  our 
intention  to  be  flippant.  It  is  to  show  you  what  should  be 
done — not  all  at  once,  but  over  a  period  of  years,  and  not 
too  many  years. 

Each  year,  several  major  repairs  should  be  under- 
taken. Bondsville  and  Quabaug  are  ''crying  the  loudest". 

STATE  AID 

Chapter  643 — An  Act  Relative  to  School  Funds  and 
State  Aid  for  Public  Schools — was  passed  by  the  last  leg- 
islature and  approved  June  17,  1948. 

The  purpose  of  the  act  is  "to  promote  the  equaliza- 
tion of  educational  opportunity  in  public  schools  of  the 
commonwealth  and  the  equalization  of  the  burden  of 
the  cost  of  schools  to  the  respective  towns".  The  state 
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treasurer  is  commanded  **to  pay  annually  to  the  several 
towns  sums  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  which  sums 
shall  be  known  as  school  aid",  said  amounts  to  be  paid 
on  or  before  November  twentieth  each  year. 

The  funds  for  this  purpose  ''shall  come  from  revenue 
of  the  Massachusetts  School  Fund,  any  federal  funds 
available  for  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  and  such  addi- 
tional amounts  as  may  be  necessary  from  the  proceeds  of 
taxation  on  incomes  under  chapter  sixty-two  or,  if  such 
proceeds  are  insufficient,  from  such  other  revenue  as  may 
be  appropriated  therefor". 

The  amount  of  such  grant  for  each  town  *'shali  be  de- 
termined annually  by  the  commissioner  (of  education) 
from  returns  required  by  this  chapter  and  by  chapter 
seventy-two  for  the  preceding  school  year,  and  shall  be 
fifty  percent  of  the  amount  by  which  the  foundation  pro- 
gram, as  defined  in  section  four,  exceeds  the  product  of 
each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  equalized  valuation  of 
such  town  multiplied  by  six". 

*'The  foundation  program  shall  be  an  amount  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty  dollars  for  each  person  between  the 
ages  of  seven  and  sixteen  in  the  several  towns  as  deter- 
mined in  the  registration  of  minors  required  by  section 
two  of  chapter  seventy-two,  which  amount  shall  be  in- 
creased or  decreased  by  one  dollar  for  each  hundred  mil- 
lion dollars,  or  major  fraction  thereof,  of  increase  or  de- 
crease respectively  in  the  total  equalized  valuation  of  the 
commonwealth,  after  the  effective  date  of  this  chapter." 

"The  equalized  valuation  of  a  town  for  the  purposes  of 
this  chapter  shall  be  the  valuation  established  by  the 
general  court  for  the  purpose  of  this  chapter,  or  if  no 
such  valuation  is  made,  the  last  preceding  valuation 
made  for  the  purpose  of  apportioning  the  state  tax." 
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A  town,  to  be  eligible  to  receive  said  school  aid, 
**must  have  expended  for  school  support,  exclusive  of  cost 
of  transportation  and  of  noon  lunches  and  cafeterias, 
during  the  preceding  school  year  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  dollars  per  pupil  in  net  average  membership 
in  the  public  day  schools." 

The  superintendent  "shall  file  annually  with  the 
commissioner  (of  education),  not  later  than  July  thirty- 
first,  a  sworn  statement,  upon  blanks  prepared  by  said 
commissioner,  containing  the  data  necessary  to  determine 
the  amounts  payable  under  this  chapter.  The  commission- 
er (of  education)  shall  cause  such  statements  to  be  ex- 
amined and  shall,  not  later  than  November  first,  certify 
to  the  comptroller  the  amount  due  each  town  for  payment 
by  the  state  treasurer  in  accordance  with  section  three." 

"School  committees  shall  annually,  in  submitting  es- 
timates of  the  amounts  of  money  necessary  for  the  prop- 
er maintenance  of  the  schools,  include  their  estimate  of 
the  amount  of  school  aid  the  town  will  receive  under  this 
chapter,  and  of  other  reimbursements  to  be  received  from 
the  commonwealth  on  account  of  support  of  schools.  In 
making  recommendations  for  appropriations  for  the 
support  of  schools,  the  finance  committee  of  towns  and 
similar  committees  in  cities  shall  specify  the  estimated 
amount  to  be  received  as  such  school  aid  or  reimburse- 
ments from  the  commonwealth  and  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  local  taxation." 

The  act  became  effective  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  fortj^-nine. 

There  has  been  considerable  controversj'  as  to  wheth- 
er or  not  the  act  gives  schools  a  "red  cent". 
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Whether  it  does  or  not,  what  has  preceded  this  shows 
that  $15,000,000  is  returned  to  towns  and  cities  on  an  al- 
location plan  based  in  detail  upon  a  school  basis. 

$10,000,000  of  the  $15,000,000  comes  from  a  part  of 
the  income  tax  proceeds  that  formerly  were  parceled  out 
on  a  valuation  basis.  Some  towns  and  cities  (the  wealth- 
ier) lose  on  this  changed  method  of  allocation.  Palmer 
gains  materially.  It  is  an  equalization  measure  to  help 
poor  towns  and  cities  meet  school  costs.  Education  is  a 
state — in  fact,  a  national — obligation,  rather  than  a  town 
or  city  one. 

The  amount  of  money  coming  to  Palmer  on  this  new 
basis  of  allocation  as  outlined  above  is  $48,577.  The 
amount  is  calculated  as  follows: 

1,183  pupils  (age  7-16)  x  $130  $153,790 
-$6  per  $1,000  on  $9,439,266  (equalized  val.)  56,636 


$  97,154 

50%  of  $97,154— $48,577  (State  Aid) 

The  educational  need  or  load  of  a  town  is  partly 
measured  by  the  number  of  pupils  of  compulsory  school 
age.  The  ability  of  a  town  to  meet  that  need  or  carry 
that  load  is  measured  by  the  equalized  valuation  of  the 
town.  Palmer's  load  is  1,183  pupils.  Her  equalized  val- 
uation is  $9,439,266,  which  represents  her  ability  to 
finance  the  education  of  those  pupils.  Hence  the  formula, 
which  is  based  on  need  and  fiscal  ability  of  respective 
towns  and  cities,  is  derived. 

If  a  town  has  a  tax  of  $6  per  $1,000,  that  represents 
a  certain  amount  of  fiscal  effort  on  the  part  of  the  tax- 
payers. It  represents  an  approximately  equal  effort  in 
those  towns,  if  all  have  a  $6  per  $1,000  tax.  The  formula, 
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therefore,  provides  that,  after  all  cities  and  towns  have 
made  the  equal  effort  of  raising  $6  per  $1,000,  they  will 
each  have  at  least  $130  per  pupil  in  compulsory  group  age 
for  the  support  of  their  schools. 

These  tables,  although  somewhat  lengthy,  will  show 
how  the  new  basis  of  distribution  affects  Palmer.  A 
little  study  will  make  them  understandable. 
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I  particularly  want  to  call  your  attention  to  these 
facts: — (1)  If  the  tax  proceeds  are  the  same  this  year 
as  last — $27,000,000 — ^the  School  Budget  can  be  increased 
$24,774  without  increasing  the  local  tax  rate;  (2)  If 
$4,000,000  more-$31,000,000-it  can  be  increased  $30,214; 
(3)  If  $8,000,000  more-$35,000,000-  (some  predict,  ap- 
proximately $8,000,000)  it  can  be  increased  $35,654;  (4) 
If  $10,000,000  more-$37,000,000-it  can  be  increased 
$38,374. 

The  increase  in  1949  over  1948  is  $48,577,  less 
$10,203,  or  $38,374,  which  represents  a  $5.05  reduction 
on  tax  rate. 

Actually,  the  net  gain  is  $24,774-equivalent  to  $3.26 
reduction  on  tax  rate. 

Towns  receive  subsidies  on  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren, Old  Age  Assistance,  and  Roads  (Chapter  90,  Main- 
tenance and  Chapter  90,  Joint  Construction)  all  of  which 
lessen  impact  on  tax  rate.  Why  not  schools? 

Real  estate  cannot  bear  a  heavier  load ;  new  sources 
of  taxation  must  be  found.  A  tax  dollar  in  1949,  compared 
to  same  dollar  in  1940,  does  not  buy  the  same  amount  of 
goods — services  or  materials.  Roughly,  it  takes  $1.60  to 
buy  what  $1  bought  in  1940.  The  tax  dollar  cannot  per- 
form miracles.  It  is  deflated  like  every  other  dollar. 

Federal  help  is  near.  Federal  money  without  federal 
dictation  is  very  desirable.  After  all,  whose  primary  in- 
terest is  education  ?  Who  most  needs  an  educated  elector- 
ate? 

One  can  argue  ad  infinitum.  *'Like  it,  or  lump  it" 
state  and  federal  aid  for  education  are  forthcoming. 
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This  year,  a  new  legislative  proposal — Senate  130 — 
will  be  introduced  and,  if  enacted,  will  give  an  additional 
$25,000,000,  making  the  total  amount  of  school  aid  to  be 
contributed  by  the  State  $40,000,000  beginning  in  1950. 
State  school  aid  would  then  be  about  38 of  the  cost  of 
school  support.  In  1948,  it  was  1% ;  in  1949,  will  be  17% ; 
in  1950,  will  be  38%— we  hope.  In  1949,  about  39  states 
will  spend  more  than  17%;  8  states  less.  Massachusetts 
will  rank  about  40th  among  the  48  states.  The  median 
percentage  for  the  48  states  will  be  about  42%'. 

The  proposed  increase  of  $25,000,000  in  school  aid 
will  be  distributed  to  the  cities  and  towns  in  accordance 
with  this  formula: — the  amount  by  which  $1,600  multi- 
plied by  the  number  of  teachers  (supervisors,  principals, 
teachers,  directors,  school  librarians  and  nurses)  exceeds 
each  $1,000  of  the  equalized  valuation  multiplied  by  two. 

The  number  of  teachers  multiplied  by  $1,600  repre- 
sents the  relative  educational  load  of  the  town.  Each 
$1,000  of  equalized  valuation  of  the  town  multiplied  by 
two  represents  the  relative  ability  of  the  town  to  finance 
schools  by  local  taxation.  The  extent  to  which  the  educa- 
tional load  exceeds  the  ability  of  the  town  to  support 
schools  is  the  measure  of  the  amount  of  school  aid  the 
town  needs  to  receive  from  the  State. 

The  purpose  is,  as  in  Chapter  643,  passed  in  1948,  to 
equalize  educational  opportunity  and  the  burden  of  the 
cost  of  supporting  schools  in  the  respective  cities  and 
towns  in  the  state.  The  money  would  be  labeled  "school 
aid". 

The  1948  state-aid-to-schools  legislation  (the 
$15,000,000)  was  based  upon  an  equalized  formula — the 
number  of  children  of  compulsory  school  age  in  each  town 
in  relation  to  the  valuation  of  the  town;  the  1949  pro- 
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posed  legislation  likewise  is  based  upon  a  seemingly  com- 
plementary equalized  formula — the  number  of  teachers 
in  each  town  in  relation  to  the  valuation.  What  can  be  a 
fairer  method  of  state  school  aid — the  number  of  school- 
age  children  and  the  number  of  teachers  employed  in 
each  town  in  relation  to  its  wealth? 

The  two  formulae  as  applied  to  Palmer  would  result 
as  follows :

Combined  (Pupils  and  Teachers)  Formula —  $117,698 

This  would  be  a  *'tidy"  sum!  (Much  of  the  above  is 
taken  from  information  furnished  by  Mr.  Nixon,  execu- 
tive secretary,  and  Mr.  Pitkin,  research  director,  of  the 
Massachusetts  Teachers  Federation.) 

The  position  taken  by  the  Palmer  School  Committee 
in  the  quest  for  State  Aid  is  best  exemplified  by  this  com- 
munication sent  in  March,  1947,  to  individual  members 
of  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Municipal  Finance 
Committee : 
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*'Dear  Sir: 

''The  Palmer  School  Committee  has  given  careful 
consideration  to  the  need  of  additional  State  Aid  for  the 
financing  of  education. 

"The  Committee  definitely  feels  that  these  general 
conclusions  are  sound  and  irrefutable : 

''1.  The  burden  of  taxation  falling  upon  real  estate 
is  too  heavy. 

''2,  The  present  system  of  financing  education 
(real  estate,  largely)  is  archaic,  antiquated,  and  out- 
moded. 

''3.    Education  is,  largely,  a  state  function. 

"4.  The  State  should  aid  education  much  more  sub- 
stantially. 

'*5.  The  State  has,  within  its  powers,  a  much  broad- 
er base  of  taxation  than  towns  and  cities. 

*'6.  The  State  should  tap  other  sources  of  income 
to  aid  education. 

**7.  Other  states  are  using  these  resources  much 
more  than  Massachusetts. 

''8.  Massachusetts  (ranking  sixth  among  the  for- 
ty-eight states  in  wealth  per  child,  forty-second  in  per- 
cent of  income  spent  for  schools,  and  forty-fourth  in 
State  aid  for  Schools)  can  well  afford  to  take  her  proper 
place  along  side  of  the  other  states  in  direct  aid  to  edu- 
cation. 

''9.  The  distribution  of  State  aid  should  be  on  a 
more  equalized  plan. 
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**10.  The  State  aid  should  be  eaimarked  for  educa- 
tion, as  are  old  age  assistance  and  highway  State  aid. 

'*In  view  of  these  conclusions,  the  Palmer  School 
Committee  has  passed  the  following  vote: — Voted,  that 
the  Palmer  School  Committee  (1)  ask  the  Massachu- 
setts Legislature  for  increased  State  aid;  (2)  that  the 
Legislature  earmark  such  State  aid  for  education;  (3) 
that  the  Legislature  grant  such  State  aid  without  any 
impairment  of  School  Committee's  powers;  and  (4) 
that  the  Legislature  delete  that  part  of  House  Bill  #1393, 
or  any  other  bill  carrying  a  similar  proposal,  that  would 
change  the  powers  of  School  Committees.

Objectives 

1.  To  attract  competent  teachers  to  serve  in  the  Pal- 
mer Schools. 

2.  To  retain  competent  teachers  in  the  Palmer  Schools. 

3.  To  promote  continued  professional  growth  of  teach- 
ers in  the  Palmer  Schools. 

4.  To  enable  teachers  in  the  Palmer  Schools  to  main- 
tain adequate  living  and  cultural  standards,  and  to 
accumulate  reasonable  savings. 

Principles 

1.  The  basic  salary  classification  of  teachers  is  deter- 
mined by  professional  and  academic  qualifications, 
irrespective  of  grade  level  of  pupils  taught — single 
salary  schedule. 

2.  Teachers  of  equivalent  preparation,  experience,  and 
teaching  load  receive  equal  pay  irrespective  of  sex 
— equal  pay  schedule, 

3.  The  forfmulation  of  teachers'  salary  schedules  and 
salary  policies  is  the  function  of  the  school  com- 
mittee which  is  always  receptive  to  suggestions, 
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advice,  and  requests  by  school  administrators  and 
teachers. 

The  relationship  of  professional  and  academic  qual- 
ifications to  the  location  of  teachers  on  the  salary 
schedule  is  clearly  stated  in  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  operation  of  this  schdeule. 

Rules  and  Regulations 

This  salary  schedule  shall  become  effective  January 
1,  1949. 

No  teacher  serving  in  the  Palmer  Schools  at  the 
time  that  this  salary  schedule  becomes  operative 
shall  receive  a  reduction  in  salary  to  fit  the  nevv 
salary  schedule. 

Step-rate  increases  shall  become  effective  January 
first  of  each  year. 

Annual  step-rate  increases  are  not  automatic  unless 
continued  service  is  satisfactory.  Teachers  are  ex- 
pected to  maintain  an  average  of  2.0.  or  better,  on 
the  scale: — (1)  excellent;  (2)  good;  (3)  fair;  (4) 
unsatisfactory,  in  ratings  by  superintendent  and 
principals,  using  the  following  10  points: 

1.  Personality  (making  for  good  classroom  spirit). 

2.  Pupil  control  and  classroom  management. 

3.  Satisfactory  results  with  teaching. 

4.  Teaching  techniques. 

5.  Preparation  of  lessons  and  plan  books. 

6.  Proper  care  of  classroom  and  equipment. 

7.  Punctuality. 

8.  Professional  improvement. 
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9.  Accuracy  and  promptness  in  completing  re- 
reports. 

10.  Co-operation  with  principa\  parents,  and  pupils. 

.5.  No  teacher  shall  receive  more  than  five  annual  in- 
crements in  salary  unless  he  presents  evidence  of 
completion  of  professional  study  equal  to  six  college 
credits  during  each  five-year  period,  all  courses 
being  approved  in  advance  by  the  superintendent. 

6.  New  teachers  shall  have  a  Bachelor's  Degree  and 
shall  have  substantial  preparation  in  the  field  in 
which  they  are  to  teach  and  in  the  professional 
study  of  education. 


7.  Experienced  teachers  entering  the  Palmer  School 
system  will  be  allowed  full  credit  for  previous 
teaching  experience  up  to  five  years.  Beyond  that 
point,  for  the  following  ten  years,  one  year's  credit 
will  be  allowed  or  every  two  years  taught,  thus 
allowing  an  aggregate  of  ten  years'  credit  before 
a  teacher  of  fifteen,  or  more,  years  of  teaching  ex- 
perience begins  service  in  the  Palmer  Schools. 


Teachers  in  service  when  this  salary  schedule  be- 
comes operative  shall  advance  at  the  rate  of  $100 
per  year  from  their  present  salary  to  the  new 
maximums  in  their  individual  cases. 


9.  Every  teacher  is  expected  to  do  a  reasonable  amount 
of  extra-curricular  work  and  to  perform  other  duties 
which  call  for  time  outside  of  school  hours,  without 
extra  compensation.  Certain  duties  involving  much 
more  than  extra  time  expected  of  all  teachers  will 
be  paid  additional  compensation  as  determined  by 
the  school  committee. 
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10.  Each  teacher  is  entitled  to  ten  days  of  sick  leave 
each  school  year  with  full  pay.  Unused  sick  leave 
is  cumulative  to  a  total  of  thirty  days  with  full  pay. 
When  this  schedule  becomes  operative,  each  teacher 
on  tenure  will  be  credited  with  ten  days  of  accumu- 
lative unused  sick  leave.  A  doctor's  certificate  is 
required  for  all  absences  covering  a  period  of  more 
than  three  days.  Three  days  absence,  to  be  charged 
against  sick  leave,  for  illness  or  death  of  grand- 
parents, parents,  husband,  wife,  child,  brother,  sis- 
ter, or  ''in-laws"  shall  be  allowed  with  full  pay. 

11.  The  salaries  of  principals,  supervisors,  and  special 
teachers  shall  be  determined  by  the  school  com- 
mittee. 

12.  Subject  to  all  provisions  of  the  law,  this  salary 
schedule  may  be  repealed  or  may  be  amended  by 
vote  of  the  school  committee,  provided  that  notice 
of  any  proposed  repeal  or  amendment  has  been  given 
in  writing  thirty  days  prior  to  the  vote  of  each  mem- 
ber of  the  committee. 


The  Committee  made  a  very  careful  survey  of  salary 
schedules  throughout  the  State,  with  a  very  "fine-tooth" 
study  of  schedules  in  towns  and  cities  in  the  immediate 
environ.  The  findings  were  that  Palmer  was  in  the  rear- 
guard and  not  the  vanguard.  The  schedule  adopted  is 
about  average  when  compared  with  environing  towns  and 
cities. 

Questionnaires  sent  out  early  in  December  revealed 
these  schedules,  many  of  which  were  in  a  fluid  state  be- 
cause, in  several  towns  and  cities,  teachers  were  seeking 
more  money:

The  new  schedule  is  fair;  is  in  line  with  similar 
schedules  in  State  and  neighboring  communites.  Its  Ob- 
jectives are  good;  its  Principles,  fair;  its  Rules  and  Re- 
gulations, specific,  comprehensive,  and  progressive. 

More  money  is  paid;  more  and  better  preparation 
will  be  secured.  In-service  training  is  required  if  con- 
tinued climbing  to  maximums  is  uninterrupted-profes- 
sional improvement. 

Tables  were  given  the  School  Committee  to  show 
the  accumulative  financial  impact  over  the  years  to 
come. 

The  additional  money  coming  from  State  Aid  will 
ease  the  burden. 

On  the  basis  of  present  cost  of  living — 1940  com- 
pared with  1949 — a  salary  of  $1,600  is  worth  roughly, 
in  purchasing  power  $1,000;  a  salary  of  $2,400;  $1,500; 
a  salary  of  $3,200,  $2,000. 

Conclusion 

This  report,  over  a  period  of  years,  has  been  rather 
brief.  This  year,  it  has  advisedly  been  lengthened.  Such 
matters  as  Major  Repairs,  State  Aid,  and  Salary  Sche- 
dule should  be  presented,  as  they  are,  somewhat  in  de- 
tail. Much  thought,  detailed  study,  and  time  have  been 
given  these.  The  public  is  entitled  to  know  "the  whats 
and  the  whys". 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  its  inter- 
est, fairness,  open-mindedness,  and  progressiveness. 
It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  work  with,  and  for  them. 
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The  attitude  of  Parent-Teacher  Associations  has  been 
outstandingly  co-operative  and  helpful.  The  teachers 
liave  been  loyal ;  parents,  patient  and  appreciative ;  pupils, 
as  a  whole,  responsive;  citizens,  generally,  generous. 

We  hope  the  schools  are  meeting  their  opportuni- 
ties; discharging  their  obligations;  and  making  a  real 
contribution.

To  determine  the  manner  and  state  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  collecting  taxes  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  collector  of  taxes. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  to  convey  pupils  to  and  from  public 
schools  and  instruct  the  school  committee  as  to  the  man- 
ner of  letting  the  contract  for  such  conveyance. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  Young  Men's  Library  Association, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Article  14.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
in  respect  to  lighting  the  streets  and  whether  it  will  auth- 
orize the  selectmen  to  make  contract  therefor,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 
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Article  15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
relative  to  suits  and  claims  now  pending  against  the 
town. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  care  and  improvement  of  ceme- 
teries. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  suppression  of  the  gypsy,  browntail 
and  satin  moths  and  elm  tree  beetles,  and  other  insect 
pests. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
the  cost  of  rent,  janitor  service  and  maintenance  of  the 
town  offices  in  the  Holbrook  Building. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  or  ony  other  sum  to 
help  defray  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  District  Nurse. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  under  the  authority  of  Section  22  of  Chap- 
ter 115  of  the  General  Laws  for  the  care  of  graves  of  per- 
sons who  served  in  the  Army,  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  of 
the  United  States  in  time  of  war  or  insurrection  and  were 
honorably  discharged  from  such  service. 

Article  21.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
in  relation  to  sewers. 

Article  22.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in 
regard  to  sidewalks  and  curbing. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate any  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  to  the  Wing  Memorial 
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Hospital  Association  for  the  charitable  purposes  of  said 
association  in  this  town,  or  for  the  care  and  support  in 
said  hospital  of  persons  wholly  or  in  part  unable  to  sup- 
port or  care  for  themselves,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  granting  of  ade- 
quate assistance  to  deserving  citizens  of  the  town  in  need 
of  relief  and  support  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  over  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  118A  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
for  expenses  to  be  incurred  in  connection  with  the  grant- 
ing of  such  assistance,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  granting  of  assist- 
ance under  the  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  Law,  Chapter  118  General  Laws,  and 
for  expenses  to  be  incurred  in  connection  with  the  grant- 
ing of  such  assistance,  or  take  any  action  relative  there- 
to. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  a 
salary  to  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  chosen 
to  serve  in  the  Division  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  in  addition 
to  the  salary  received  by  them  as  members  of  said  Board 
of  Public  Welfare,  fix  the  amount  thereof,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  any  money  for  the  same,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate any  sum  of  money,  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Health,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  to 
the  school  children  attending  parochial  or  private  schools 
in  the  town  substantially  the  same  medical  examinations 
and  tests  now  afforded  to  the  children  attending  the  pub- 
lic schools. 
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Article  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  sell  at  public  auction,  after  first  giving 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  by  posting  such  notice 
of  sale  in  some  convenient  and  public  place  in  the  town 
fourteen  days  at  least  before  the  sale,  property  taken  by 
the  Town  under  tax  title  procedure,  provided  that  the 
selectmen  or  whomsoever  they  may  authorize  to  hold  such 
auction  may  reject  any  bid  which  they  deem  inadequate, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  29.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
relative  to  the  care  and  preservation  of  the  Memorial  Ap- 
proach to  the  High  School,  the  plot  of  land  at  Shearer's 
Corner  upon  which  the  General  Knox  Marker  is  located, 
and  the  memorial  plots  in  the  several  villages  of  the  town. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  Burleigh  Park,  Legion  Field  and  the  Eag- 
er Playground  in  the  Depot  Village,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  31.  (a)  To  see  what  action  the  town  will 
take  with  reference  to  the  planting  and  preservation  of 
shade  trees ;  (b)  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  determine 
and  fix  the  salary  of  the  tree  warden  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  same ;  (c)  To  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  labor 
and  materials  and  tools  for  use  in  connection  with  the  De- 
partment of  the  Tree  Warden. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate, or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds 
in  the  treasury,  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  Highway 
Maintenance,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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Article  33.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  for  the 
burial  of  soldiers  or  sailors,  their  wives  and  dependent 
children,  or  other  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the 
United  States  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  115  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate any  sum  of  money  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Vet- 
erans' Service  Center. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate any  sum  of  money  to  provide  and  maintain  quar- 
ters for  Edward  T.  Goodreau  Post  #1813,  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  of  the  United  States  for  the  year  1949, 
authorize  the  selectmen  to  negotiate  and  execute,  in  the 
name  of  the  town,  a  lease  for  the  same,  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  repairs  to  said  quarters  and  for  the 
rental  thereof. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  following  perpetual  care  funds  which  have  been  given 
to  it  during  the  year :  Robert  J.  Brown,  Jr.  $100.00 ;  Sar- 
ah E.  Harrison  $100.00;  Sidney  K.  Tuttle  $50.00;  Neils 
and  Ame  Johnson  $100.00;  Grace  M.  Wheeler  $100.00; 
Angie  A.  Buffington  $50.00;  Margaret  S.  Hamilton 
$100.00;  Emm.a  B.  Russell  $100.00. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  to  the  Treas- 
urer-Custodian of  the  Hampden  County  Retirement  Sys- 
tem to  be  credited  to  the  town's  share  of  the  funds  there- 
of. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make 
and  adopt  a  By-law  relative  to  the  regulating  of  build- 
ings and  premises,  according  to  their  use,  construction, 
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location,  or  size  to  specified  parts  of  the  Town  as  shown 
on  plan  map  hereto  attached  and  made  a  component  part 
of  this  By-law. 

"SECTION  1.  Purpose. 

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  health,  safety,  con- 
venience, morals  and  welfare  of  its  inhabitants,  the  Town 
of  Palmer,  under  the  authority  granted  by  General  Laws, 
Tercentenary  Edition,  Chapter  forty,  sections  twenty- 
five  to  thirty  B  inclusive,  does  hereby  make  this  by-law 
to  be  hereafter  known  and  designated  as  the  Zoning  By- 
law of  the  Town  of  Palmer.  Further  purposes  of  this  By- 
law are  to  lessen  congestion  in  the  streets;  to  secure  safe- 
ty from  fire,  panic  and  other  dangers;  to  provide  ade- 
quate light  and  air ;  to  prevent  the  overcrowding  of  land ; 
to  avoid  undue  concentration  of  population;  to  facilitate 
the  adequate  provision  of  transportation,  water,  sewer- 
age, schools,  parks  and  other  public  requirements ;  and  to 
increase  the  amenities  of  the  Town. 

SECTION  2.  Districts. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law,  the  Town  of  Palmer 


is  divided  into  7  classes  of  districts,  as  follows :

(2) 

Residence  B  Districts 

(3) 

Residence  C  Districts 

(4) 

Agricultural  Districts 

(5) 

Business  A  Districts 

(6) 

Business  B  Districts 

(7) 

Industrial  Districts 

The  boundaries  of  each  district  are  hereby  estab- 
lished as  shown  on  the  Building  Zone  Map  entitled  "Build- 
ing Zone  Map,  Town  of  Palmer,  Massachusetts,  Palmer 
Planning  Board,  M.  0.  Saunders,  Consultant,  scale  1  Inch 
Equals  400  Feet"  which  accompanies  and  is  hereby  de- 
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clared  to  be  a  part  of  this  by-law.  Said  map  is  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  Building  Zone  Map. 

SECTION  3.  Definitions. 

In  construing  this  by-law  the  following  words  shall 
have  the  meaning  herein  given,  unless  a  contrary  inten- 
tion clearly  appears. 

(1)  The  singular  number  includes  the  plural,  and 
the  plural  the  singular;  the  word  "lot*'  includes  "plot;" 
the  word  "building"  includes  "structure;"  the  word  "oc- 
cupied" includes  "designed,  arranged  or  intended  to  be 
occupied;"  and  the  word  "used"  includes  "designed,  ar- 
range or  intended  to  be  used." 

(2)  ACCESSORY  BUILDING.  A  subordinate 
building,  the  use  of  which  is  incidental  to  that  of  a  prin- 
cipal building. 

(3)  ACCESSORY  USE.  The  use  of  a  building  or 

premises  for  a  purpose  customarily  incidental  to  the  main 
or  principal  use  permitted  in  the  district. 

(4)  ALTERATION.  A  change  in  or  addition  to  a 
structure. 

(5)  APARTMENT.  A  building  of  fire  resisting 
construction  having  accommodations  for  five  or  more 
families. 

(6)  ATTACHED.  Connected  to  or  united  with. 

(7)  ATTIC.  The  space  between  the  ceiling  of  the 
top  story  of  a  building  and  its  roof  and  not  used  for  liv- 
ing, sleeping  or  eating  quarters. 
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(8)  BUILDING.  A  combination  of  any  materials, 
whether  portable  or  fixed,  having  a  roof,  to  form  a  struc- 
ture for  the  shelter  of  persons,  animals  or  property.  For 
the  purpose  of  this  definition  **roof"  shall  include  an  awn- 
ing or  any  similar  covering,  whether  or  not  permanent  in 
nature.  The  word  "building"  shall  be  construed,  where 
the  context  requires,  as  though  followed  by  the  words  "or 
part  or  parts  thereof."  A  porch  is  to  be  considered  as  part 
of  a  building  when  considering  set  backs. 

(9)  BUILDING  ACCESSORY.  An  accessorj' 
building,  as  defined  in  paragraph  (2)  hereof. 

(10)  BUILDING,  PRINCIPAL.  A  principal  build- 
ing,  as  defined  in  paragraph  (27)  hereof. 

(11)  BUSINESS.  The  transacting  or  carrying  on 
of  a  trade  of  commercial  enterprise  with  a  view  to  profit 
or  for  livelihood. 

(12)  CEMETERY.  A  place  or  area  of  land,  set 
apart  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  operated,  managed  and 
controlled  under  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Tercen- 
tenary Edition,  chapter  one  hundred  fourteen  or  a  burial 
place  under  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  Town  or  other 
public  authority. 

(13)  CORNER  LOT.  A  lot  bounded  on  two  sides  by 
streets. 

(14)  CREMATORY.  A  building  containing  a  fur- 
nace designed  and  intended  to  be  used  for  cremating  the 
dead  and  owned  and  controlled  by  a  cemetery  corporation 
or  crematory  corporation  duly  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
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(15)  DETACHED.  Separated  from. 

(16)  DWELLING.  A  building  occupied  exclusive- 
ly as  a  residence  for  one  or  more  families. 

(17)  DWELLING,  SEMI-DETACHED.  A  semi- 
detached dwelling  as  defined  in  paragraph  (32)  hereof. 

(18)  FAMILY.  A  person  or  a  group  of  persons  of 
immediate  kindred  who  live  together  as  a  single  house- 
keeping unit  under  one  head. 

(19)  FIRE  RESISTING  CONSTRUCTION.  A 
building  having  exterior  walls  of  solid  masonry  or  other 
incombustable  material  and  a  roof  covering  of  fire  resist- 
ing materials. 

(20)  HEIGHT.  In  reference  to  a  building,  the  ver- 
tical distance  between  the  highest  point  of  the  roof  and 
the  grade  of  land  on  which  the  building  is  located, 

(21)  HOSPITAL.  An  institution  where  only  sick 
and  disabled  persons  are  given  medical,  surgical  or  con- 
valescent care. 

(22)  HOTEL.  A  building  operated  by  a  duly  li- 
censed innholder  where  lodging  is  furnished  or  food  is 
served  to  transient  or  permanent  guests  and  which  has  a 
public  dining  room  and  a  general  kitchen. 

(23)  JUNK.  Articles  such  as  old  iron,  brass,  cop- 
per, tin,  lead  or  other  base  metals,  cordage,  old  bags,  rags, 
waste  paper,  paper  clippings,  scraps,  clips,  rubber,  glass, 
empty  bottles,  empty  cans  and  all  other  articles  discarded 
and  no  longer  used  as  a  manufactured  article  composed 
of  any  one  or  more  of  the  materials  mentioned  but  which 
may  be  converted  into  some  other  product  by  means  of 
some  manufacturing  process. 
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(24)  LODGING  HOUSE.  A  residence  where  lodg- 
ings are  let  to  five  or  more  persons  not  within  the  second 
degree  of  kindred  to  the  person  conducting  the  house  and 
which  does  not  contain  a  public  dining  room  or  cooking 
facilities  in  any  rented  sleeping  room, 

(25)  LOT.  A  parcel  of  land  which  is  or  may  be  oc- 
cupied by  a  principal  building  and  its  accessory  build- 
ings, together  with  such  open  yard  areas  or  spaces  as  are 
required  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-law. 

(26)  NOT-CONFORMING  USE.  A  use  of  a  build- 
ing or  land  in  a  manner  not  in  accordance  with  the  use 
regulations  of  the  district  in  which  it  is  situated. 

(27)  PRINCIPAL  BUILDING.  The  main  or  most 
important  building  on  a  lot.  Attached  structures  such  as 
garages,  green  houses  and  similar  units  are  to  be  consid- 
ered as  part  of  the  principal  building. 

(28)  PROFESSIONAL  ENGINEER.  A  person 
employed  in  a  practice  of  engineering  as  defined  in  Gen- 
eral Laws,  Tercentenary  Edition,  chapter  one  hundred 
twelve,  section  eighty-one  D. 

(29)  REAR  LOT  LINE.  The  lot  line  opposite  the 
street  line,  except  that  in  case  of  a  corner  lot,  the  rear  lot 
line  shall  be  the  line  opposite  the  street  line  of  the  street 
on  which  the  building  is  numbered  or  would  be  numbered. 

(30)  REAR  YARD.  The  required  unoccupied 
space  or  area  within  the  lot  between  the  rear  lot  line  and 
the  part  of  the  principal  building  nearest  such  rear  lot 
line. 

(31)  SANITARIUM.  An  institution  for  the  recup- 
eration or  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  physical 
or  mental  disorders. 
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(32)  SEMI-DETACHED  DWELLING.  A  single 
family  residential  unit  that  is  joined  on  one  side  to  an- 
other single  family  residential  unit  and  having  a  party 
wall  between  the  said  units. 

(33)  SCHOOL.  A  building  devoted  to  the  instruc- 
tion or  education  in  primary,  secondary  or  high  school 
grade,  on  a  non  profit  basis. 

(34)  SECONDHAND  MATERIAL.  Materials,  ar- 
ticles or  machinery  which  have  been  used  or  owned  by 
some  person  other  than  the  dealer  offering  the  same  for 
sale  and  which  may  again  be  used  without  alterations. 

(35)  SERVICE.  The  performance  of  any  act  for 
the  benefit  of  another  with  a  view  to  profit  or  for  a  live- 
lihood. 

(36)  SETBACK.  The  minimum  required  unoccu- 
pied space  or  area  between  the  street  line  on  which  the 
building  is  numbered  or  would  be  numbered,  and  the  part 
of  the  building  nearest  such  street  line,  such  unoccupied 
space  or  area  extending  the  entire  width  or  distance 
across  the  lot. 

(37)  SIDE  LOT  LINE.  The  line  dividing  one  lot 
from  another. 

(38)  SIDE  YARD.  The  required  unoccupied  space 
or  area  within  the  lot  between  the  side  lot  line  and  the 
parts  of  the  building  nearest  such  side  lot  line ;  and  in  the 
case  of  a  comer  lot,  one  of  the  side  yards  shall  be  the  un- 
occupied space  or  area  between  the  street  line  of  the  side 
street  and  the  parts  of  the  building  nearest  to  such  street 
line. 
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(39)  STREET.  A  way,  whether  public  or  private, 
set  aside  for  the  passage  of  persons,  animals  or  vehicles, 
and  including  streets,  avenues,  boulevards,  parkways, 
roads,  alleys,  lanes  and  viaducts. 

(40)  STREET  LINE.  The  dividing  line  between  a 
street  and  a  lot  and  in  case  of  a  public  way,  the  street  line 
established  by  the  public  authority  laying  out  said  way 
upon  which  the  lot  abuts. 

(41)  STORY.  The  horizontal  portion  through  a 
building  between  floor  and  ceiling.  The  word  "story" 
shall  not  include  the  portion  of  the  basement  or  cellar  of 
a  building  above  grade.  The  word  *'story"  shall  not  in- 
clude "attic"  as  defined  in  paragraph  (6)  hereof. 

(42)  STRUCTURE.  A  combination  of  materials 
assembled  at  a  fixed  location  to  give  support  or  shelter, 
such  as  a  building,  framework,  retaining  wall,  tent,  re- 
viewing stand,  platform,  bin,  fence,  sign,  flagpole,  mast 
for  radio  antenna  or  the  like.  The  word  "structure"  shall 
be  construed,  where  the  context  allows,  as  though  fol- 
lowed by  the  words  "or  part  or  parts  thereof." 

(43)  SUBDIVISION.  The  division  of  a  lot,  tract  or 
parcel  of  land  into  two  or  more  lots,  sites  or  divisions  of 
land,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  require  provision  for  a  street 
for  the  purpose,  whether  immediate  or  future,  of  sale  or 
building  development.  The  word  "subdivision"  shall  in- 
clude "resubdivision"  in  relating  to  the  processes  of  sub- 
dividing or  to  land  already  subdivided,  when  appropriate 
to  the  context. 

SECTION  4.    RESIDENCE  A  DISTRICTS. 

(a)  USES.  In  a  Residence  A  District,  as  indicated 
by  the  Building  Zone  Map,  no  building  or  other  structure 
shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used,  and  no  land  shall  be  used 
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or  occupied  for  any  purpose  except  one  or  more  of  the  fol- 
lowing : 

(1)  A  one-family  dwelling  for  one  housekeeping 
unit  only. 

(2)  Town  buildings,  playgrounds  and  parks,  and 
such  accessory  buildings  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  board 
of  public  officers  or  town  officials  having  charge  of  the 
land  upon  which  said  accessory  buildings  are  or  will  be 
erected.  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  lands  and  build- 
ings acquired  by  the  town  by  tax  title  foreclosure  or  held 
by  the  town  in  a  private  capacity. 

(3)  Real  estate  signs  having  an  area  of  not  more 
than  six  (6)  square  feet  advertising  the  sale,  rental  or 
lease  of  the  premises  on  which  they  are  maintained. 

(4)  Cemeteries  adjacent  to  or  in  extension  of  exist- 
ing cemeteries,  and  crematories,  provided  the  same  are 
situated  within  cemeteries. 

(5)  Accessory  uses  customarily  incident  to  any  use 
or  building  permitted  herein,  provided  that  such  use  or 
building  shall  not  be  offensive  nor  dangerous  to  life  by 
reason  of  health  or  fire;  and  provided  further  that  such 
accessory  use  shall  not  include  any  activity  conducted  for 
gain.  No  advertising  device,  whether  illuminated  or  oth- 
erwise, shall  be  permitted  in  connection  with  such  acces- 
sory uses  or  building.  No  private  way  or  walk  shall  give 
access  across  or  upon  a  lot  in  a  Residence  A  District  to  a 
business  or  industry  on  an  adjoining  lot,  or  parts  of  the 
same  lot. 

The  keeping  and  raising  of  poultry,  pigs,  rabbits, 
livestock,  pigeons,  whether  raised  for  the  table  or  other 
purposes,  or  other  like  objectionable  uses  are  prohibited. 
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(6)  Private  garages,  provided  no  business,  service 
or  industry  is  conducted  therefrom  or  therein.  Not  more 
than  one  (1)  motor  vehicle  for  each  five  thousand  (5000) 
square  feet  of  lot  area  or  fraction  thereof,  nor  more  than 
five  motor  vehicles  in  any  case  shall  be  kept  on  the  prem- 
ises. Space  for  motor  vehicles  shall  not  be  used,  leased  nor 
rented  for  commercial  vehicles. 

(7)  Not  more  than  one  house  trailer  may  be  kept 
on  the  premises.  The  trailer  shall  not  be  used  for  living 
quarters  while  so  located.  Space  shall  not  be  leased  for 
trailers. 

(8)  An  accessory  building  shall  not  be  used  for 
residence  purposes  except  by  a  person  employed  on  the 
premises  and  his  immediate  family,  and  only  if  located  in 
the  rear  of  the  principal  building  and  with  no  immediate 
street  frontage. 

(b)  HEIGHTS.  A  residence  building  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  (2)  stories  and  attic  nor  more  than  thirty-five 
(35)  feet  in  height.  Schools  or  town  buildings  shall  not 
exceed  fifty  (50)  feet  in  height.  The  height  provisions 
shall  not  apply  to  chimneys  or  flag  or  radio  poles.  An  ac- 
cessory building  shall  not  exceed  one  and  one-half  (1%) 
stories  or  twenty-five  (25)  feet. 

(c)  SETBACKS.  No  part  of  any  building  or  other 
structure  including  a  porch  shall  be  erected  or  altered  so 
as  to  be  nearer  to  the  street  line  than  the  nearest  building 
on  either  side  thereof  facing  the  same  street  and  within 
the  same  block  and  district;  but  in  no  case  need  the  set- 
back required  in  this  section  exceed  thirty-five  (35)  feet. 

Where  the  alignment  of  a  building  is  not  controlled 
by  the  preceding  paragraph,  no  part  of  any  building  shall 
be  placed  within  thirty-five  (35)  feet  of  any  street  line 
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and  on  a  corner  lot,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided, 
no  part  of  any  building  shall  be  erected  so  as  to  be  less 
than  thirty-five  (35)  feet  from  any  street  line. 

Detached  garages  or  accessory  buildings  shall  not  be 
placed  within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  the  street  line  on 
which  the  lot  faces.  An  attached  garage  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  a  part  of  the  main  structure  and  shall  be  governed 
by  the  same  setback  rules. 

When  a  dwelling  is  to  be  erected  on  a  lot  in  a  Resi- 
dence A  District  adjoining  a  business  or  industrial  dis- 
trict, the  setback  from  the  street  line  on  which  it  faces 
need  not  exceed  thirty  (30)  feet. 

Existing  open  porches,  which  are  thirty  (30)  feet 
from  the  street  line  may  be  enclosed  on  one  or  more  sides. 

(d)  SIDE  YARDS.  There  shall  be  a  side  yard  be- 
tween a  principal  building  and  each  side  lot  line  which 
shall  be  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  feet  wide  in  its  least 
dimension. 

Detached  garages  or  accessory  buildings  shall  not  be 
placed  within  five  (5)  feet  of  a  side  lot  line. 

(e)  REAR  YARDS.  There  shall  be  a  rear  yard  on 
every  lot  between  the  principal  building  and  the  rear  lot 
line.  It  shall  be  no  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  deep  in 
its  least  dimension. 

A  one-story  accessory  building  shall  be  placed  at 
least  five  (5)  feet  from  the  rear  lot  line.  A  one  and  one- 
half  (1^)  story  accessory  building  shall  be  placed  at  least 
ten  (10)  feet  from  the  rear  lot  line. 
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(f )  LOT  SIZE.  No  lot  shall  have  a  frontage  of  less 
than  eighty  (80)  feet  on  a  street  nor  an  area  of  less  than 
ten  thousand  (10,000)  square  feet. 

(g)  LOT  COVERAGE.  No  principal  building  shall 
be  erected  or  altered  so  as  to  cover  more  than  thirty  (30) 
per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  lot  on  which  it  is  located. 

SECTION  5.  RESIDENCE  B  DISTRICTS. 

(a)  PERMITTED  USES.  In  any  Residence  B  Dis- 
trict, as  indicated  on  the  Building  Zone  Map  no  building 
or  other  structure  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and  no 
land  shall  be  used  or  occupied  for  any  purpose  except  the 
following : 

(1)  Any  use  permitted  in  a  Residence  A  District. 
(See  Section  4.) 

(2)  A  one-family  detached  dwelling  for  one  house- 
keeping unit  only;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of 
Appeals,  upon  an  appeal  from  an  order  or  decision  made 
by  the  Enforcing  Authority,  and  if  it  deem  such  action 
vv^ise  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  board  that  such  action 
will  tend  to  preserve  the  standard  and  character  of  the 
neighborhood,  authorize  a  variation  in  the  use  of  the  one- 
family  dwelling  so  that  such  dwelling  may  be  altered  and 
improved  and  facilities  added  for  a  second  housekeeping 
unit.  In  all  such  cases,  the  petitioner,  as  a  condition  pre- 
cedent to  the  privilege  herein  granted,  shall  present  ade- 
quate plans  setting  forth  the  changes  and  improvements 
to  be  made,  and  shall  have  secured  the  written  consent 
and  approval  of  at  least  three  (3)  of  the  following  prop- 
erty owners : 

The  owner  of  the  lot  on  either  side  of  the  petitioner's 
property;  the  owner  of  the  lot  adjacent  in  the  rear  of  the 
petitioner's  property  and  the  owner  of  the  lot  directly 
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across  the  street  therefrom.  Where  the  petitioner  is  the 
owner  of  a  lot  on  either  side,  in  the  rear  or  across  from 
the  property  for  which  a  variation  is  requested,  such  lot 
shall  be  omitted,  in  which  case,  written  consent  and  ap- 
proval shall  be  secured  from  the  owner  of  the  property 
next  to  that  omitted.  In  case  there  are  two  owners  of  the 
lot  adjacent  in  the  rear  of  the  petitioner's  property,  the 
owner  of  the  lot  which  abuts  the  greater  length  on  the 
petitioner's  property  shall  be  deemed  (the  owner  of  the 
lot  adjacent  in  the  rear  of  the  petitioner's  property)  as 
used  in  the  second  clause  of  the  first  sentence  of  this 
paragraph. 

In  the  case  of  an  appeal  for  variation  involving  a 
dwelling  situated  on  a  corner  lot  or  so  located  that  the  ob- 
taining of  the  exact  numerical  assents  of  the  owners 
above  enumerated  is  unreasonable  or  impossible,  the 
Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  the  variation,  provided  that 
the  consents  of  the  property  owners  are  obtained  substan- 
tially in  accordance  with  the  principals  herein  set  forth, 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Appeals.  The  pow- 
er to  authorize  such  variation  of  the  use  of  existing  dwell- 
ings shall  be  within  the  sound  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals,  and  no  variation  in  use  shall  be  granted  unless 
it  shall  be  clear  that  the  relief  requested  is  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  vicinity  and  in  harmony  with  the  general 
purpose  and  intent  of  this  Zoning  By-Law.  Each  case 
shall  be  considered  on  its  own  merits  and  no  case  shall 
raise  a  presumption  in  favor  of  any  other  case.  No  decis- 
ion of  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  considered  as  chang- 
ing or  affecting  the  zoning  of  any  Residence  District ;  but 
decisions  of  said  Board  of  Appeals  in  favor  of  the  peti- 
tioner shall  be  considered  as  "special  exception"  as  de- 
fined in  General  Laws,  Tercentenary  Edition,  Chapter 
forty,  section  thirty. 
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(3)  The  office  or  studio  of  a  physician  or  surgeon, 
dentist,  artist,  lawyer,  architect,  professional  engineer  or 
teacher  of  scholastic  subjects,  residing  on  the  premises, 
or  a  beauty  parlor  wherein  one  of  the  residents  is  the  sole 
operator.  The  space  occupied  by  such  office  or  studio 
shall  not  exceed  twenty  (20)  per  cent  of  the  total  floor 
area  of  the  dwelling  including  basement.  No  display,  sign 
or  other  advertising  device  shall  be  permitted  except  an 
interior-illuminated  reflective  or  non-illuminated  pro- 
fessional nameplate  having  an  area  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  forty-four  (144)  square  inches.  The  studios  or 
offices  of  dancing  or  music  teachers,  photographers,  mas- 
seurs, veterinarians,  riding  schools  and  other  similar 
business-like  pursuits  are  prohibited. 

(4)  The  renting  of  rooms  and  the  furnishing  of 
table  board  to  not  more  than  four  resident  persons  in  a 
dwelling  occupied  as  a  private  residence.  No  display,  sign 
or  other  advertising  device,  illuminated  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  visible  from  the  street  except  a  non-illuminated 
announcement  sign  having  an  area  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  forty-four  (144)  square  inches. 

(5)  Schools,  clubs,  lodges,  social  and  community 
center  buildings,  serving  the  immediate  vicinity,  except 
those  the  chief  activity  of  which  is  a  gainful  service  or  ac- 
tivity usually  conducted  as  a  business,  including  in  said 
excepted  uses,  dancing  or  bowling  and  like  activities ;  and 
provided  that  there  is  no  display  or  advertising  visible 
from  the  street,  other  than  as  permitted  in  Paragraph  3,, 
above. 

(6)  Bus  passenger  stations  or  shelters,  but  not  in- 
cluding repair  service  or  garaging. 

(7)  Hospitals,  sanitariums  or  charitable  institu- 
tions, not  for  contagious  diseases,  nor  for  the  care  of  epil- 
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eptics  or  drug  or  liquor  patients,  nor  for  correctional  pur- 
poses, nor  for  the  care  of  the  insane  or  feeble-minded. 

(8)  Telephone  buildings  not  including  garages  and 
outside  storage  of  supplies. 

(9)  Accessory  uses  customarily  incident  to  any  use 
permitted  herein,  provided  that  such  use  shall  not  be  of- 
fensive nor  dangerous  to  life  by  reason  of  fire ;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  such  accessory  use  shall  not  include 
any  activity  conducted  for  gain.  No  advertising  device, 
v^hether  illuminated  or  otherv^ise,  shall  be  permitted,  ex- 
cept that  a  non-flashing  incandesant,  or  non-illuminated 
announcement  sign  having  an  area  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  forty-four  (144)  square  inches  may  be  dis- 
played. No  private  way  or  walk  shall  give  access  across 
or  upon  a  lot  in  a  Residence  District  to  a  business  or  in- 
dustry on  an  adjoining  lot. 

The  keeping  of  poultry  is  restricted  to  a  small  flock 
for  the  use  of  the  resident  occupant  only.  The  flock  shall 
be  confined  in  an  enclosure  not  less  than  ten  (10)  feet 
from  any  lot  line  and  not  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet 
from  any  building  used  for  human  habitation.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  by-law,  a  small  flock  shall  mean  and  shall 
not  exceed  one  unit  of  poultry  to  each  five  hundred  (500) 
square  feet  of  lot  area  but  in  no  case  more  than  fifteen 
(15)  such  units  on  any  lot.  The  building  and  enclosure  for 
the  keeping  of  poultry  permitted  herein  shall  not  exceed 
one  twentieth  (1/20)  of  the  area  of  the  lot  on  which  it  is 
located,  and  any  building  so  used  shall  be  limited  to  one 
story  in  height.  The  use  of  such  enclosure  or  building  for 
the  keeping  of  poultry  shall  be  accessory  to  a  dwelling  ex- 
isting on  the  same  lot  or  on  an  abutting  lot. 

The  keeping  and  raising  of  pigs,  rabbits,  livestock, 
pigeons,  whether  raised  for  the  table  or  other  purposes, 
or  other  like  objectionable  uses  are  prohibited. 
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(10)  Private  garages,  provided  no  business,  service 
or  industry  is  conducted  therefrom  or  therein.  Not  more 
than  one  (1)  motor  vehicle  for  each  five  thousand  (5000) 
square  feet,  or  fraction  thereof,  of  lot  area,  nor  more  than 
five  motor  vehicles  in  any  case  shall  be  kept  on  the  prem- 
ises. Only  one  such  vehicle  may  be  a  commercial  vehicle 
and  of  not  more  than  one  and  one-half  (1*^2  )  tons  weight 
or  capacity.  Space  for  motor  vehicles  shall  not  be  leased 
nor  rented  for  commercial  vehicles. 

(11)  Not  more  than  one  house  trailer  may  be  kept 
on  the  premises.  The  trailer  shall  not  be  used  for  living 
quarters  while  so  located.  Space  shall  not  be  leased  for 
trailers. 

(12)  When  the  line,  separating  this  Residence  Dis- 
trict from  the  Agricultural  District,  runs  through  a  prop- 
erty not  being  used  for  agricultural  purposes,  so  that  fu- 
ture use  of  the  whole  property  for  agriculture  would  be 
prohibited,  permission  for  such  complete  use  may  be 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  after  a  public  hearing. 

(b)  HEIGHTS.  A  residence  building  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  (2)  stories  and  attic  nor  more  than  thirty-five 
(35)  feet  in  height.  Telephone  exchanges,  lodges,  social 
and  community  center  buildings  shall  not  exceed  thirty- 
five  (35)  feet  in  height.  Chimneys,  steeples,  and  flag  or 
radio  poles  are  exempt  from  the  height  provisions  of  this 
section. 

(c)  SETBACKS.  No  part  of  any  building  or  other 
structure  shall  be  erected  or  altered  so  as  to  be  nearer  to 
the  street  line  of  any  street  on  which  it  faces  than  the 
nearest  building  on  either  side  thereof  facing  the  same 
street  and  within  the  same  block  and  district.  When  the 
setbacks  required  by  this  section  exceed  thirty  (30)  feet. 
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such  setback  need  not  be  greater  than  seventy  (70)  per 
cent  of  the  distance  required  above. 

Where  the  alignment  of  the  building  is  not  controlled 
by  the  preceding  paragraph,  no  part  of  any  building  shall 
be  placed  within  thirty  (30)  feet  of  any  street  line. 

On  a  corner  lot,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided, 
no  part  of  any  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  so  as  to 
be  less  than  twenty -five  (25)  feet  from  any  street  line. 

When  a  dwelling,  or  its  attached  garage,  to  be  erect- 
ed in  a  Residence  B  District  is  less  than  twenty-five  (25) 
feet  from  a  side  lot  adjoining  a  business  or  industrial  dis- 
trict, the  setback  from  the  street  line  on  which  it  faces 
need  not  exceed  fifteen  (15)  feet. 

Open  porches  which  are  twenty  (20)  feet  or  more 
from  the  street  line  may  be  permanently  enclosed  on  one 
or  more  sides. 

(d)  SIDE  YARDS.  There  shall  be  a  side  yard  be- 
tween a  principal  building  and  any  side  lot  line.  It  shall 
be  (15)  feet  wide  in  its  least  dimension. 

Detached  garages  or  accessory  buildings  shall  not  be 
placed  within  five  (5)  feet  of  the  side  lot  line,  nor  within 
thirty-five  (35)  feet  of  any  street  line. 

The  buildings  enumerated  in  paragraph  seven  (7) 
of  this  section  shall  be  located  at  least  twenty-five  (25) 
feet  from  each  side  lot  line. 

(e)  REAR  YARDS.  There  shall  be  a  rear  yard  on 
every  lot  between  the  principal  building  and  the  rear  lot 
line.  It  shall  be  twenty  (20)  feet  deep  in  its  least  dimen- 
sion. 
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Accessory  buildings  or  structures,  including  private 
garages,  shall  not  exceed  seventeen  (17)  feet  in  height 
for  a  one-story  building  which  shall  be  placed  at  least 
three  (3)  feet  from  the  rear  lot  line.  A  one  and  one-half 
(1%)  story  accessory  building  shall  not  exceed  twenty- 
five  (25)  feet  in  height  which  shall  be  placed  at  least  ten 
(10)  feet  from  the  rear  lot  line. 

(f)  LOT  COVERAGE.  No  principal  building  shall 
be  erected  or  altered  so  as  to  cover  more  than  forty  (40) 
per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  lot  on  which  it  is  located. 

(g)  LOT  SIZE.  No  lot  shall  have  a  frontage  of  less 
than  seventy  (70)  feet  nor  an  area  of  less  than  eighty- 
four  hundred  (8400)  feet. 

SECTION  6.     RESIDENCE  C  DISTRICTS. 

(a)  PERMITTED  USES.  In  any  Residence  C  Dis- 
trict, as  indicated  on  the  Building  Zone  Map,  no  building 
or  other  structure  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used,  and  no 
land  shall  be  used  or  occupied  for  any  purpose  except  one 
or  more  of  the  following : 

(1)  Any  use  permitted  in  a  Residence  A  or  B  Dis- 
tricts. (See  Sections  4  and  5.) 

(2)  A  semi-detached  dwelling  for  two  families, 
provided  that  both  halves  of  said  dwelling  are  erected  at 
the  same  time,  and  provided  that  there  shall  not  be  more 
than  one  family  in  each  half  of  such  dwelling. 

(3)  A  dwelling  house  of  not  more  than  four  (4) 
families. 

(4)  An  apartment  house  as  defined. 
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(5)  Lodging  houses,  provided  there  is  no  display 
sign,  or  other  advertising  device  visible  from  the  street, 
whether  illuminated  or  otherwise,  other  than  a  sign  hav- 
ing an  area  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  forty-four 
(144)  square  inches.  A  public  restaurant  or  dining  room 
shall  be  permitted  as  an  accessory  use  in  any  part  of  such 
a  building,  provided  that  the  dining  room  and  kitchen  fa- 
cilities do  not  occupy  more  than  sixtj^  (60)  per  cent  of  the 
first  floor  area  of  such  building. 

(6)  Colleges,  public  libraries;  or  museums,  church- 
es or  other  places  of  worship,  parish  houses,  and  Sunday 
School  buildings. 

(7)  Private  garages,  provided  that  no  business, 
service  or  industry  is  conducted  therefrom  or  therein. 
Not  more  than  one  (1)  motor  vehicle  to  each  twenty-five 
hundred  (2500)  square  feet  of  lot  area  except  that  three 
(3)  vehicles  may  be  kept  in  any  case.  Only  one  such  vehi- 
cle may  be  a  commercial  vehicle  of  not  more  than  one  and 
one-half  (1^/^)  tons  weight  or  capacity.  Space  shall  not  be 
leased  or  rented  for  a  commercial  vehicle. 

(8)  Not  more  than  one  house  trailer  for  each  resi- 
dent family  may  be  kept  on  the  premises.  The  trailers 
shall  not  be  used  for  living  quarters  while  so  located. 
Space  shall  not  be  leased  for  trailers. 

(b)  HEIGHTS.  A  dwelling  or  lodging  house  shall 
not  exceed  two  (2)  stories  and  attic  or  thirty-five  (35) 
feet  if  of  frame  construction.  Apartment  houses  may  be 
four  (4)  stories  or  fifty -five  (55)  feet  in  height.  Church- 
es, schools,  colleges,  libraries,  town  buildings,  hospitals 
and  such  institutions  shall  not  exceed  sixty  (60)  feet  in 
height.  Chimneys,  steeples  and  flag  or  radio  poles  are  ex- 
empt from  the  height  provisions. 
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(c)  SETBACK.  No  part  of  any  building  or  other 
structure  shall  be  erected  or  altered  so  as  to  be  nearer  to 
the  street  line  of  any  street  on  which  it  faces  than  the 
nearest  building  on  either  side  thereof  facing  on  the  same 
street  and  within  the  same  block  and  district.  When  the 
setbacks  required  by  this  section  exceed  thirty-five  (35) 
feet,  such  setbacks  need  not  be  greater  than  seventy  (70) 
per  cent  of  the  distance  required  above. 

Where  the  alignment  of  a  building  is  not  controlled 
by  the  preceding  paragraph,  no  part  of  any  building  shall 
be  placed  within  twenty  (20)  feet  of  the  street  line. 

On  a  corner  lot,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided, 
no  part  of  any  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  so  as  to 
be  less  than  twenty  (20)  feet  from  any  street  line. 

Existing  open  porches  which  are  fifteen  (15)  feet  or 
more  from  the  street  line  may  be  permanently  enclosed 
on  one  or  more  sides. 

(d)  SIDE  YARDS.  There  shall  be  a  side  yard  be- 
tween a  building  and  each  side  lot  line.  For  a  building 
four  (4)  stories  in  height  it  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  (25)  feet  in  width,  for  a  building  three  (3)  stories  in 
height,  it  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  feet  wide  in 
its  least  dimension ;  for  one  or  two  story  buildings  with  or 
without  an  attic  the  side  yard  shall  be  not  less  than  fif- 
teen (15)  feet  wide  in  its  least  dimension. 

A  hospital  shall  be  located  at  least  twenty-five  (25) 
feet  from  any  lot  line. 

Any  garage  or  accessory  building,  attached  or  de- 
tached, shall  not  be  placed  within  five  (5)  feet  of  any  side 
lot  line,  nor  within  twenty-five  (25)  feet  of  any  street 
line. 
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(e)  REAR  YARDS.  There  shall  be  a  rear  yard  on 
every  lot  between  the  principal  building  and  the  rear  lot 
line.  It  shall  be  twenty  (20)  feet  deep  in  its  least  dimen- 
sion. 

Accessory  buildings  or  structures,  including  private 
garages,  shall  not  exceed  seventeen  (17)  feet  in  height 
for  a  one-story  building  which  shall  be  placed  at  least 
three  (3)  feet  from  the  rear  lot  line.  A  two-story  acces- 
sory building  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  (25)  feet  in 
height  and  shall  be  placed  at  least  ten  (10)  feet  from  the 
rear  lot  line. 

(f )  LOT  COVERAGE.  No  principal  building  shall 
be  erected  or  altered  so  as  to  cover  more  than  forty  (40) 
per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  lot  on  which  it  is  located. 

SECTION  7.     AGRICULTURAL  DISTRICTS 

(a)  PERMITTED  USES.  In  any  Agricultural  Dis- 
trict,  as  indicated  on  the  Building  Zone  Map,  no  building 
or  other  structure  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and  no 
land  shall  be  used  or  occupied  for  a  purpose  except  one  or 
more  of  the  following : 

( 1 )  Any  use  permitted  in  a  Residence  A  or  B  Dis- 
trict. 

(2)  Farms,  dairies,  nurseries,  truck  gardens, 
greenhouses,  and  natural  ice  harvesting  activities,  and 
buildings  or  structures  accessory  thereto. 

(3)  Buildings  or  shelters  for  the  sale  of  farm  prod- 
ucts, provided  that  a  major  portion  of  the  products  are 
raised  on  the  premises,  and  no  advertising  of  products 
other  than  those  raised  on  the  premises  shall  be  displayed. 
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(4)  Forests,  wood  lots,  portable  wood  working 
mills  and  machinery. 

(5)  Airports  and  landing  strips  and  buildings  or 
structures  necessary  thereto. 

(6)  Not  more  than  one  house  trailer  may  be  kept 
on  the  premises.  It  may  be  occupied  by  the  resident  owner 
and  his  immediate  family  only.  Space  shall  not  be  leased 
for  trailers. 

(b)  HEIGHTS.  A  residence  building  shall  conform 
to  the  height  provisions  of  Residence  B  Districts.  (See 
Section  5.)  For  other  buildings  allowed  in  this  Section  6, 
the  height  limitation  shall  be  sixty  (60)  feet. 

(c)  SETBACKS.  No  building  except  a  roadside 
stand  shall  be  erected  or  placed  within  thirty-five  (35) 
feet  of  a  street  line,  and  no  building  of  accessory  use  or 
farm  or  poultry  farm  building  other  than  a  dwelling,  gar- 
age, or  roadside  stand  shall  be  built  within  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  of  a  street  line.  Buildings  and  shelters  for  the 
sale  of  farm  products  shall  be  at  least  twenty  (20)  feet 
from  the  street  line. 

(d)  SIDE  YARDS.  There  shall  be  a  side  yard  be- 
tween any  building  and  any  side  lot  line.  For  a  residence 
building  or  garage  of  up  to  three  (3)  cars  capacity,  it 
shall  comply  with  the  side  yard  requirements  of  the  near- 
est residence  district,  measured  in  a  direct  or  air  line.  For 
any  other  building,  it  must  be  one  hundred  (100)  feet  in 
width. 

(e)  REAR  YARDS.  For  a  residence  building  or  a 
garage  of  up  to  three  (3)  cars  capacity  the  rear  yard  shall 
con^iply  with  the  rear  yard  requirements  of  the  nearest 
residence  district,  measured  in  a  direct  or  air  line.  For 
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any  other  building,  it  must  be  one  hundred  (100)  feet  in 
depth. 

(f)  LOT  COVERAGE.  There  shall  be  no  lot  cov- 
erage regulations  in  this  district. 

SECTION  8.     BUSINESS  A  DISTRICTS. 

(a)  PERMITTED  USES.  In  any  Business  A  Dis- 
trict,  as  indicated  on  the  Building  Zone  Map,  no  building 
or  other  structure  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and 
no  land  shall  be  used  or  occupied  for  any  purpose  except 
one  or  more  of  the  following : 

(1)  Any  use  permitted  in  a  Residence  or  Agricul- 
tural District.  (See  Sections  4,  5,  6  and  7.) 

(2)  The  major  use  of  a  building  or  structure  in  a 
Business  A  District  shall  be  to  store  and  display  goods 
for  sale  at  retail  on  the  premises,  or  to  furnish  a  service 
intended  for  resident  of  the  immediate  vicinity.  Banks, 
hotels,  dining  establishments,  halls  and  office  buildings 
shall  be  considered  as  complying  with  the  above  men- 
tioned requirements. 

No  building,  structure  or  land  shall  be  used  in  whole 
or  'in  any  part  for  any  fabricating,  manufacturing,  con- 
verting, altering,  finishing  or  assembling,  except  as  may 
be  reasonably  necessary,  in  the  uses  to  which  such  build- 
ings, structures  or  land  are  permitted  as  above  specified. 

(3)  Public  garages  for  storage  or  repair  of  not 
more  than  fifteen  (15)  cars.  Body  and  fender  work  and 
the  storage  of  cars,  bodies  and  parts  out  of  doors  is  pro- 
hibited. 

(4)  A  gasoline  filling  station,  provided  that  not 
more  than  twelve  thousand  (12,000)  gallons  of  gasoline 
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shall  be  stored  on  the  premises.  An  enclosed  lubritorium 
for  not  more  than  three  (3)  motor  vehicles  shall  be  per- 
mitted. Repairing  of  motor  vehicles  out  of  doors  is  pro- 
hibited, and  only  permitted  on  an  emergency  basis  in- 
doors. 

(5)  Open  air  parking. 

(6)  A  trailer  camp  shall  be  permitted  with  no  re- 
strictions as  to  the  number  of  trailers  parked  thereon; 
provided  that  each  such  trailer  shall  be  placed  on  a  sepa- 
rate lot  clearly  marked  by  stakes  or  bounds,  and  each 
such  trailer  lot  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty-five  (35)  feet 
wide  nor  less  than  fifty  (50)  feet  deep,  nor  less  than  sev- 
enteen hundred  fifty  (1750)  square  feet  in  area;  and  pro- 
vided that  each  such  lot  shall  face  a  public  or  private 
street  or  way,  or  an  unobstructed  driveway  twenty  (20) 
feet  wide  which  gives  access  to  a  public  or  private  street 
or  way. 

(b)  HEIGHTS.  A  business  building  shall  not  ex- 
ceed three  (3)  stories  or  forty  (40)  feet  in  height.  These 
provisions  shall  not  apply  to  chimneys,  flag  or  radio 
poles,  water  tanks  or  hose  towers,  nor  to  required  bulk- 
heads or  elevator  penthouses.  A  residence  building  shall 
comply  with  the  height  requirements  for  Residence  B 
Districts. 

(c)  SETBACKS,  SIDE  YARDS  AND  REAR 
YARDS.  Setbacks,  side  yards  and  rear  yards  shall  not  be 
required  for  a  business  building,  but  facilities  shall  be 
provided  for  loading  and  unloading  all  materials,  equip- 
ment and  merchandise  on  the  premises  and  entirely  off 
the  traveled  way.  For  a  building  devoted  in  whole  or  in 
part  to  residence  purposes,  the  requirements  for  setbacks, 
side  yards  and  rear  yards  prescribed  for  Residence  B  Dis- 
tricts shall  apply. 
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A  trailer  shall  set  back  at  least  ten  (10)  feet  from 
any  street  line  or  driveway  serving  such  trailer.  Trailers 
shall  be  placed  at  least  five  (5)  feet  from  any  side  lot  line 
and  at  least  six  (6)  feet  from  any  rear  lot  line. 

(d)  LOT  COVERAGE.  No  business  building  shall 
be  erected  or  altered  so  as  to  cover  more  than  seventy-five 
(75)  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  lot  on  v^hich  it  is  located. 
A  building  devoted  in  whole  or  in  part  to  residence  pur- 
poses shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  lot  coverage 
in  Residence  B  Districts. 

SECTION  9.     BUSINESS  B  DISTRICTS 

(a)  PERMITTED  USES.  In  any  Business  B  Dis- 
trict, as  indicated  on  the  Building  Zone  Map,  no  building 
or  other  structure  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and  no 
land  shall  be  used  or  occupied  for  any  purpose  except  one 
or  more  of  the  following : 

(1)  Any  use  permitted  in  a  Residence,  Agricultur- 
al or  Business  A  District.  (See  Sections  4,  5,  6,  7  and  8.) 

(2)  Public  garages  with  no  restrictions  as  to  the 
number  of  cars  stored. 

(3)  Amusement  parks,  bowling  alleys  and  roller 
skating  rinks. 

(4)  Wholesale  sale  and  warehousing. 

(5)  Converting,  fabricating,  manufacturing,  al- 
tering, finishing  or.  assembling,  provided  that  not  more 
than  one  person  shall  be  employed  for  each  seventy  (70) 
square  feet  of  floor  area  and  in  no  case  shall  a  total  of 
more  than  ten  thousand  (10,000)  square  feet  of  the 
premises  be  devoted  to  such  use. 
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(b)  HEIGHTS.  A  business  building  shall  not  be 
erected  or  altered  to  a  height  in  excess  of  three  (3) 
stories  nor  more  than  forty  (40)  feet.  These  provisions 
shall  not  apply  to  chimneys,  flag  or  radio  poles,  water 

tanks  or  hose  towers,  nor  to  required  bulkheads  or  eleva- 
tor penthouses.  A  residence  building  shall  comply  with 
the  height  provisions  for  Residence  B  Districts. 

(c)  SETBACKS,  SIDE  YARDS  AND  REAR 
YARDS.  No  setbacks,  side  yards  or  rear  yards  are  re- 
quired for  a  business  building,  but  facilities  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  loading  and  unloading  all  materials,  equipment 
and  merchandise  on  the  premises  and  entirely  off  the 
traveled  way.  For  a  building  devoted  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  residence  purposes,  the  requirement  for  setbacks,  side 
yards  and  rear  yards  in  Residence  B  Districts  shall  ap- 
ply. 

(d)  LOT  COVERAGE.  No  business  building  shall 
be  erected  or  altered  so  as  to  cover  more  than  ninety  (90) 
per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  lot  on  which  it  is  located.  A 
building  devoted  in  whole  or  in  part  to  residence  pur- 
poses shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  lot  coverage 
in  Residence  B  Districts. 

SECTION  10.  INDUSTRIAL  DISTRICTS. 

(a)  PERMITTED  USES.  In  any  Industrial  Dis- 
trict,  as  indicated  on  the  Building  Zone  Map,  no  building 
or  other  structure  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and  no 
land  shall  be  used  or  occupied  for  any  purpose  except  one 
of  the  following : 

( 1 )  For  residence  purposes,  provided  that  the  land 
so  located  in  an  Industrial  District  is  part  of  a  sub-divi- 
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sion  plan  duly  recorded  PRIOR  to  the  enactment  of  this 
by-law. 

(2)  Any  business  or  agricultural  use  permitted  in 
an  Agricultural,  Business  A  or  Business  B  District. 

(3)  Any  industrial  purpose,  except  those  contained 
in  the  following  list  which  may  be  allowed  only  after  a 
public  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Appeals : 

Acetylene  gas,  cyanide  compound  or  oxygen  manu- 
facture. 

Asphalt  manufacture  or  refining. 

Chlorine  or  Bleaching  Powder  manufacture. 

Creosote  manufacture. 

Distillation  of  coal  or  wood. 

Drop  Forge  shops. 

Explosives,  fireworks  or  ammunition  manufacture. 
Fertilizer  manufacture. 
Fumigation  plants. 

Glue  or  size  manufacture  from  fish  or  animal  offal. 
Gypsum,  cement,  plaster  or  plaster  of  paris  manu- 
facture. 

Incineration  or  reduction  of  or  dumping  of  offal,  gar- 
bage or  refuse  on  a  commercial  basis  (except  where  con- 
trolled by  the  town.) 

Junk  yard,  junk  storage,  scrapping  of  autos  and 
parts  and  the  salvage  thereof. 

Linoleum  manufacture. 

Match  manufacture. 

Paint  and  Lacquer  manufacture. 

Petroleum  refining  and  the  bulk  storage  of  petrol- 
eum products. 

Pyroxylin  plastic  manufacture. 

Rubber,  natural  or  synthetic,  or  gutta-percha  manu- 
factured from  crude  or  scrap  material.

Sewage  Disposal  plan  (Except  where  controlled  by 
town.) 

Soap,  tallow,  grease  or  lard  manufacture. 
Slaughterhouse.  ' 
Sulphurous,  sulphuric,  nitric  or  hydrochloric  acid 
manufacture. 
Tannery. 

Tar  or  asphalt  roofing  manufacture. 
Tar  products  manufacture. 
Tire  recapping  or  retreading. 

All  other  enterprises  or  uses  commonly  regarded  as 
hazardous  or  offensive. 

(b)  HEIGHTS.  Business  or  industrial  buildings 
shall  not  exceed  four  (4)  stories  nor  sixty  (60)  feet  in 
height  except  with  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  af- 
ter public  hearing.  These  provisions  shall  not  apply  to 
chimneys,  smokestacks,  aeriators,  flag  or  radio  poles, 
elevator  penthouses,  gas  holders,  water  tanks,  grain  ele- 
vators, required  bulkheads,  or  other  equipment  appur- 
tenant to  industrial  buildings.  Buildings  devoted  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  residence  purposes  shall  comply  with  the 
height  provisions  of  Residence  B  Districts. 

(c)  SETBACKS,  SIDE  YARDS  AND  REAR 
YARDS.  No  setbacks,  side  yards  or  rear  yards  shall  be 
required  for  a  business  or  industrial  building,  but  facili- 
ties shall  be  provided  for  loading  and  unloading  all  ma- 
terials, equipment  and  merchandise  on  the  premises  and 
entirely  off  the  traveled  way.  A  building  devoted  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  residence  purposes  shall  comply  with  the  set- 
back, side  yard  and  rear  yard  provisions  in  Residence  B 
Districts. 

(d)  LOT  COVERAGE.  No  'business  or  industrial 
building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  so  as  to  cover  more 
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than  seventy-five  (75)  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  lot  on 
which  it  is  located.  Buildings  devoted  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  residence  purposes  shall  comply  with  the  lot  coverage 
provisions  of  Residence  B  Districts. 

SECTION  11.  ENFORCEMENT. 

The  Enforcing  Authority  shall  enforce  the  provis- 
ions of  this  by-law  and  this  by-law  as  it  may  be  amended. 
He  shall  refuse  to  grant  a  permit  for  the  construction,  ad- 
dition, alteration  or  change  or  use  of  any  building,  struc- 
ture or  premises  if  such  proposed  construction,  addition, 
alteration  or  use  would  be  in  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  by-law,  as  amended.  State  and  town  offi- 
cers shall  refuse  any  permit  or  license  for  a  new  use  of  a 
building,  structure  or  land,  which  use  would  be  in  viola- 
tion of  this  by-law  or  amendment  thereof. 

SECTION  12.     FILING  PLAT  PLAN. 

Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Enforcing  Authori- 
ty, all  applications  for  building  permits  under  the  pro- 
visions of  one  present  or  future  Building  Code  of  the 
Town  of  Palmer  shall  be  accompanied  by  plans  in  dupli- 
cate. Such  plans  shall  be  drawn  to  scale,  shall  show  the 
actual  dimensions,  radii,  and  angles  of  the  lot  to  be  built 
on,  the  exact  size  and  location  on  the  lot  of  the  main  build- 
ing and  accessory  buildings  to  be  erected  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  necessary  to  determine  and  pro- 
vide for  the  enforcement  of  this  by-law,  as  amended.  One 
copy  of  the  plans  filed  by  the  applicant  shall  be  returned 
to  him  when  approved  by  the  Enforcing  Authority. 

SECTION  13.  VALIDITY  OF  EXISTING 
BUILDING  PERMITS. 

Any  building  permit  issued  prior  to  a  notice  of  a 
hearing  on  the  question  of  the  enactment  of  this  by-law 
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shall  be  valid,  provided,  that  the  construction  work  there- 
under is  commenced  within  six  (6)  months  after  its  issu- 
ance. 

SECTION  14.  CEITIFICATE  OF  OCCUPAN- 
CY. 

(a)  Hereafter  no  land  shall  be  occupied  or  used, 
and  no  building  or  structure  erected  or  altered,  shall  be 
occupied  or  used,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  any  purpose  un- 
til a  certificate  of  occupancy  is  issued  by  the  Enforcing 
Authority  stating  that  the  building,  structure  or  use  com- 
plies with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

No  such  certificate  shall  be  issued  unless  the  build- 
ing or  structure  and  its  uses  as  well  as  the  uses  of  all  the 
premises  are  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law. 

(b)  Certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  required  for 
any  of  the  following : 

(1)  Occupancy  and  use  of  a  building  hereafter 
erected  or  altered. 

(2)  Change  in  use  of  an  existing  building  or  struc- 
ture or  premises  to  a  different  use. 

(3)  Any  change  in  use  of  a  non-conforming  use. 

(c)  Upon  completion  of  any  building  or  structure 
and  prior  to  the  use  of  any  such  building,  structure  or 
premises,  a  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  applied  for  on 
a  form  furnished  by  the  Building  Inspector.  Such  ap- 
plication shall  be  acted  upon  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
the  filing  thereof. 
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SECTION  15.  EXISTING  BUILDINGS,  STRUC- 
TURES AND  USES. 

(a)  EXISTING  BUILDINGS,  STRUCTURES 
AND  USES.  This  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  buildings  or 
structures,  nor  to  the  existing  use  of  any  building  or 
structure  or  of  land  to  the  extent  to  which  it  was  used 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  by-law.  This  by-law  shall 
apply  to  any  change  of  use  thereof  and  to  any  alteration 
of  a  building  or  structure  when  the  same  would  amount 
to  reconstruction,  to  provide  for  its  use  for  a  purpose  or 
in  a  manner  substantially  different  from  the  use  to  which 
it  was  put  before  alteration,  or  for  its  use  for  the  same 
purpose  to  a  substantially  greater  extent. 

(b)  NON-CONFORMING  USES.  A  nonconform- 
ing  use  is  the  use  of  a  building,  structure  or  land  lawfully 
occupied  at  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  this  by-law,  but 
which  does  not  conform  to  the  present  requirements  of 
the  district  in  which  it  is  located. 

A  building,  structure  or  land,  which  at  the  time  of 
the  enactment  of  this  by-law  is  being  put  to  a  non-con- 
forming use  may  be : 

(1)  Continued  in  that  use,  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  (a)  above. 

(2)  Altered  or  enlarged  in  that  use,  but  only  after 
the  granting  of  a  permit  therefor  by  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals. 

(3)  Changed  to  a  more  restricted  use,  provided 
that  when  so  changed,  it  shall  not  be  returned  to  the  less 
restricted  use. 

(4)  Rebuilt  or  restored  and  again  used  as  previous- 
ly, in  case  of  a  building  destroyed,  or  damaged  by  fire,  ex- 
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plosion,  or  other  casualty;  provided,  that  not  more  than 
fifty  (50)  per  cent  of  the  building  or  structure  has  been 
so  damaged  or  destroyed.  Rebuilding  restoration,  when 
permitted,  shall  be  completed  within  twelve  (12)  months 
after  such  catastrophe  or  disaster. 

When  a  non-conforming  use  is  discontinued,  as  evi- 
denced by  lack  of  use  or  vacancy  for  a  continuous  period 

of  twelve  (12)  months,  or  by  the  substitution  of  a  more 
restricted  use  or  of  a  conforming  use  shall  not  thereafter 
be  re-established  and  all  future  uses  shall  be  in  conform- 
ity with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

SECTION  16.    GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

(a)  CORNICES.  Cornices  may  extend  not  more 
than  one  and  one-half  (1  Vi)  feet  over  or  into  any  required 
front  yard,  side  or  rear  yard. 

(b)  FENCE  OR  WALLS.  Fences  or  walls  in  Resi- 
dence Districts,  which  are  more  than  four  (4)  feet  high 
and  more  than  one-quarter  (%)  solid,  except  retaining 
walls,  shall  be  erected  not  less  than  three  (3)  feet  from 
any  lot  line. 

(c)  UNSAFE  BUILDINGS.  This  by-law  shall  not 
be  considered  as  preventing  the  strengthening  or  the 
restoration  to  a  safe  condition  of  any  building  or  w^all,  de- 
clared unsafe  by  the  Enforcing  Authority. 

(d)  MINIMUM  OPEN  SPACES.  No  lot  shall  be  so 
reduced  in  size  or  area  that  any  required  yard,  court  or 
open  space  will  be  smaller  than  is  prescribed  by  this  by- 
law for  the  district  in  which  it  is  located. 

(e)  LOCATION  OF  AUTOMOBILE  SERVICES. 
Public  garages,  automobile  repair  shops,  greasing  sta- 
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tions,  storage  battery  service  stations,  gasoline  filling  sta- 
tions or  any  of  their  appurtenances  or  accessoiy  uses 
shall  hereafter  be  erected  or  placed  at  least  twenty-five 
(25)  feet  from  any  Kesidence  or  Agricultural  District, 
unless  the  spaces  so  used  are  entirely  enclosed  in  mason- 
ly  or  concrete  walls  and  have  roofs  without  openings,  ex- 
cept skylights  having  metal  frames  and  fixed  metal  sash, 
glazed  with  wire  glass.  Such  buildings  shall  have  no  en- 
trances or  exits  for  motor  vehicles  within  a  radius  of  one 
hundred  (100)  feet  of  any  school,  library,  church,  play- 
ground, or  institution  for  the  sick,  blind  or  feeble,  or  for 
children  under  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age. 

(f)  VISION  CLEARANCE.  Between  the  lines  of 
streets  intersecting  at  an  angle  of  less  than  one  hundred 
and  thirty-five  (135)  degrees  and  a  line  joining  points 
on  such  lines  ten  (10)  feet  distant  from  that  point  of  in- 
tersection no  building  or  structure  may  be  erected  and  no 
vegetation  maintained  between  a  height  of  two  and  one- 
half  (2V2)  feet  and  a  height  of  eight  (8)  feet  above  the 
plane  through  their  curb  grades. 

(g)  SAND,  GRAVEL  AND  LOAM.  In  Residence, 
Agricultural  or  Business  Districts  the  removal  for  sale  of 
sod,  loam.,  claj',  sand,  gravel  or  quarried  stone,  except 
when  incidental  to  and  in  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion of  a  structure  lor  which  a  permit  has  been  issued,  or 
except  v.^here  it  is  to  be  used  vrithin  the  limits  of  the  town, 
shall  be  permitted  only  if  written  permission  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  after  public  hearing  be  obtained,  and  un- 
der such  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  impose 
and  make  a  part  of  the  permit.  The  Board  of  Appeals 
shall  in  each  instance  impose  such  conditions  as  will  pro- 
tect the  neighborhood  and  town  against  permanent  and 
temporary  hazards  because  of  conditions  which  may

be  left  after  operations  are  completed  or  because  of  the 
methods  of  handling  such  materials  at  the  site  or  of 
transporting  such  materials  through  the  town. 

(h)  MINIMUM  LOT  SIZES.  The  minimum  lot  re- 
quirements of  this  By-law  shall  not  prevent  the  use  of  any 
lot  for  building  purpose ;  provided  that  the  time  of  the  ac- 
ceptance of  this  amendment  such  lot  w^as  shown  on  a  plan 
or  otherwise  properly  recorded  in  the  county  Registry  of 
Deeds,  and  the  required  set  back,  side  yard  and  rear  yard 
regulations  of  the  zoning  district  in  which  it  is  located 
can  be  fulfilled. 

SECTION.  17.    BOARD  OF  APPEALS. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  to  be  appointed  by  the  Select- 
men shall  be  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  which  all  appeals 
may  be  taken  in  respect  to  this  zoning  by-law.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Section  30  of  Chapter  40  of 
the  General  Laws,  Tercentenary  Edition,  the  said  Board 
of  Appeals  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals  as  set  forth  and  as  required  in  said  Sec- 
tion 30. 

SECTION  18.  REPETITIVE  PETITIONS—  BE- 
FORE BOARD  OF  APPEALS. 

No  appeal  or  petition  under  Paragraph  3,  Section  30, 
Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  for  a  vari- 
ance from  the  terms  of  this  by-law  with  respect  to  a  par- 
ticular parcel  of  land,  and  no  application  under  Section 
30  for  a  special  exception  to  the  terms  of  this  by-law, 
which  has  been  unfavorably  acted  upon  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits  by  said  Board 
within  two  (2)  years  after  the  date  of  such  unfavorable 
action  except  with  the  consent  of  ail  the  members  of  the 
Planning  Board. 
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SECTION  19.  REPETITIVE  PETITIONS— BE- 
FORE THE  MEETINGS. 

No  proposed  bjMaw  making  a  change  in  this  zoning 
by-law  which  has  been  unfavorably  acted  upon  by  the 
Town  Meeting  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits  by  the 
Town  Meeting  within  two  (2)  years  after  the  date  of  such 
unfavorable  action,  unless  adoption  of  such  proposed  by- 
law is  recommended  in  the  final  report  of  the  Planning 
Board,  as  required  by  Section  27,  Chapter  40  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  as  amended. 

SECTION  20.  CHANGES  IN  THE  BUILDING 
ZONE  MAP. 

No  Zone  as  indicated  on  the  Building  Zone  Map, 
which  is  a  part  of  this  by-law,  shall  be  changed  until  af- 
ter the  Planning  Board  has  held  a  public  hearing  thereon 
after  due  notice  given,  and  has  submitted  a  final  report 
with  recommendations  to  the  Town  Meeting. 

SECTION  21.  REPEAL. 

The  provisions  of  this  by-law,  so  far  as  they  are  the 
same  as  those  of  existing  by-laws,  shall  be  construed  as 
continuances  thereof  and  not  as  new  enactments.  A  ref- 
erence in  a  by-law  which  has  not  been  repealed  to  pro- 
visions of  by-laws  which  are  revised  and  re-enacted  here- 
in shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  such  provisions  as  so 
incorporated  herein.  All  by-laws  or  part  of  by-laws  here- 
tofor  passed,  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  22.  VALIDITY. 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  by- 
law shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision 
thereof. 
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SECTION  23.    EFFECTIVE  DATE. 

This  by-law  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval  by 
the  Attorney  General  and  its  publication  and  posting  as 
required  by  Section  32  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General 
Laws." 


Article  39.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  collection  of 
garbage  and  refuse  in  the  several  villages  of  the  town 
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and  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  have  said  garbage  and 
refuse  collected  by  a  department  of  the  town  or  to  ad- 
vertise, accept  bids  and  to  execute  a  contract  with  any 
party  for  the  collection  of  said  garbage  and  refuse,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate, or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available 
funds  in  the  treasury,  any  sum  of  money  for  the  im- 
provement of  Main  Street  in  the  Depot  Village  from  the 
westerly  line  of  Thorndike  Street  to  the  easterly  line  of 
Central  Street,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  apply  for  a  Federal  grant  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  plans  for  a  sewage  treatment  project 
as  authorized  in  bill  S.  418  passed  by  the  80th  Congress  - 
Second  Session,  now  Public  Law  845,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  $9,000.00,  or  any  sum,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  necessary  changes  in  the  physical  layout  of 
the  Quabaug  School  to  make  the  building  adaptable  to 
the  maintenance  of  a  lunch  program  and  of  providing 
necessary  equipment  for  such  a  program,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
Board  of  Health  to  appoint  any  member  thereof  to  the 
olTice  or  position  of  physician  to  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
determine  and  fix  the  salary  of  any  such  appointee,  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  4A  of  Chapter  41  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  and  raise  and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money 
for  the  salary  of  such  appointee. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement 
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and  lowering  of  Foundry  Street  in  the  Depot  Village 
under  the  railroad  bridge  to  permit  passage  of  high 
trucks,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  45.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  improve 
Bridge  Street  and  the  Palmer  Road  in  Three  Rivers, 
from  its  intersection  with  Springfield  Street  to  the  rail- 
road underpass,  and  appropriate  and  raise  by  taxation 
or  otherwise,  or  by  transfer  from  available  funds,  any 
sum  of  money  therefor,  said  sum  to  be  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with  any  money  alloted  for  this  purpose  by  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  and  the  County  of  Hamp- 
den, or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of 
sewer  cleaning  equipment  for  the  Highway  Department 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  im- 
prove North  Street,  Three  Rivers,  from  its  intersection 
with  Bridge  Street  northerly  a  distance  of  about  450 
feet,  and  appropriate  and  raise  by  taxation  or  otherwise, 
or  by  transfer  from  available  funds,  any  sum  of  money 
therefor,  said  sum  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any 
money  allotted  for  this  purpose  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and  the  County  of  Hampden,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  48.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  resurfacing 
of  North  Street  in  the  Village  of  Three  Rivers  from  the 
intersection  of  Bridge  Street  northerly  a  distance  of 
about  1465  feet  to  the  residence  of  one  Pytka,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 
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Article  49.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  improve  and  widen 
the  roadway  on  Emery  Street,  otherwise  known  as  Air- 
port Road,  from  its  intarsection  with  the  Bondsville 
Road  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  Metropolitan  Airport,  a 
distance  of  approximately  one  and  one-half  miles,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  50.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement 
and  resurfacing  of  Grove  Street  in  the  Depot  Village 
from  the  intersection  of  Grove  and  Maple  Streets  south- 
erly a  distance  of  approximately  190  feet  to  private  land, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  51.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
relative  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  look  into 
the  feasibility  of  combining  the  fire  and  water  systems 
of  all  the  villages  of  said  Palmer  with  the  view  in  mind 
of  obtaining  water  from  the  Quabbin  Reservoir  operated 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission. 

Article  52.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  publication 
of  the  Assessors'  Real  Estate  Valuation  Book,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  53.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruc- 
tion and  resurfacing  of  the  easterly  approach  to  the  rail- 
road bridge  connecting  Main  and  South  Main  Streets  in 
the  Depot  Village,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  54.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement 
and  resurfacing  of  Rondeau  Road  from  the  land  of  one 
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Rondeau  to  the  land  of  one  Fijol,  a  distance  of  approx- 
imately 1.4  miles,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  55.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  painting  and 
redecoration  of  the  exterior  of  the  Town  House  at  Four 
Corners,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  56.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  sell  the  Fire  Station  situate  on  Park 
Street  in  the  Depot  Village,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  57.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction 
and  resurfacing  of  High  Street  in  the  Village  of  Bonds- 
ville  from  the  intersection  v/ith  State  Street  northerly  a 
-distance  of  about  700  feet  to  St.  Mary's  Lyceum,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  58.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install 
and  maintain  additional  street  lights  as  follows:  (a)  1 
light  on  Warren  Road  near  the  Town  Infirmary;  (b)  1 
light  on  Pleasant  Street,  Village  of  Three  Rivers,  near 
the  property  of  John  S.  Bogacz  and  Charles  Ramadon; 
(c)  lights  as  necessary  on  River  Street,  Village  of  Thorn- 
dike,  from  the  last  present  street  light  to  property  of 
Adam  Wilk. 

Article  59.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  construction  of  new  sev/ers  and 
catch  basins  as  follows :  (a)  Sev/er  in  South  Main  Street, 
Depot  Village,  from  a  manhole  opposite  Strong  Street 
and  running  southeasterly  a  distance  of  about  1425  feet ; 
(b)  Sewer  in  North  Street,  Village  of  Three  Rivers,  be- 
ginning at  the  end  of  the  present  sewer  and  running 
northerly  about  1350  feet;  (c)  Sewer  in  Stev/art  Street, 
Village  of  Bondsville,  from  manhole  in  Crest  Street  and 
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running  southerly  a  distance  of  about  105  feet;  (d) 
Sewer  in  Wilson  Avenue,  Depot  Village,  beginning  at 
the  end  of  the  present  sewer  and  running  a  distance  of 
about  350  feet;  (e)  Sewer  in  Belchertown  Street,  Vil- 
lage of  Three  Rivers,  beginning  at  the  end  of  the  pre- 
sent sewer  and  running  about  400  feet ;  (f )  Sewer  on  High 
Street,  Village  of  Thorndike,  beginning  at  a  point  op- 
posite the  residence  of  John  Cantwell  and  running  easter- 
ly to  the  junction  of  Church  and  Center  Streets  a  distance 
of  about  875  feet ;  (g)  Sewer  in  Calkins  Road,  Village  of 
Three  Rivers,  beginning  at  the  end  of  the  present  sewer 
in  Palmer  Road  and  running  southerly  a  distance  of  about 
1000  feet;  (h)  Sewers  and  catch  basins  in  Arnold,  Tem- 
ple, Bowden  and  Green  Streets  in  the  Depot  Village  as 
may  be  necessary  to  connect  with  existing  sewer  lines; 
(i)  Sewer  in  Park  Street,  Depot  Village,  from  existing 
s^wer  lines  near  Haley's  Diner  and  running  easterly  to 
a  point  opposite  the  residence  of  one  Ritchie,  (j)  Sewer 
in  Lariviere  Street,  Village  of  Three  Rivers,  to  accom- 
modate residences  and  establishments  on  Lariviere 
Street  and  north  side  of  Main  Street  from  Riverside 
Hotel  to  the  building  formerly  occupied  by  Shaw  Furni- 
ture Store. 

Article  60.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  construction  of  new  sidewalks 
as  follows:  (a)  Cement  sidewalk  and  curbing  on  Main 
Street,  Village  of  Three  Rivers,  from  Prospect  Street 
and  running  to  the  property  of  the  Union  Evangeline 
Church,  a  distance  of  about  475  feet;  (b)  Cement  side- 
walk and  curbing  on  North  Street,  Village  of  Three 
Rivers,  from  Bridge  Street  and  running  northerly  a  dis- 
tance of  1000  feet ;  (c)  Sidewalk  and  railing  on  Commer- 
cial Street,  Village  of  Thorndike,  from  the  residence  of 
one  Dojka  to  the  residence  of  one  Midura,  a  distance  of 
about  275  feet;  (d)  Sidewalk  and  curbing  on  westerly 
side  of  School  Street,  Depot  Village,  in  front  of  the  re- 
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sidence  of  one  Mason,  a  distance  of  about  70  feet;  (e) 
Sidewalk  and  curbing  on  the  easterly  side  of  School, 
Street,  Depot  Village  in  front  of  the  residence  of  one 
Bradway;  (f)  Sidewalk  and  curbing,  on  the  southerly 
side  of  Foster  Street,  Depot  Village,  from  Thorndike 
Street  westerly  a  distance  of  about  168  feet. 

Article  61.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  588  of  the  Acts  of  1948  en- 
titled "An  Act  authorizing  increase  of  the  amount  of 
pensions  payable  to  certain  former  public  employees  who 
have  been  retired  and  to  beneficiaries  of  certain  retir- 
ed public  employees". 

And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  warrant 
by  posting  up  attested  copies  thereof  in  some  one  public 
place  in  each  of  the  four  villages  of  the  town,  known  as 
the  Depot  Village,  Thorndike,  Three  Rivers,  and  Bonds- 
ville,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  holding  of  said  meet- 
ing and  by  publishing  an  attested  copy  thereof  in  at  least 
two  issues  of  the  Journal-Register,  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  said  Palmer,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less 
than  seven  days  before  the  holding  of  said  meeting.
